House  of  Representatives, 
Helena,  Montana,  January  2,  1893. 
In  pursuance  of  law,  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Third 
Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana  was  duly  called  to  order 
by  A.  B.  Cook,  Auditor  of  said  State,  and  having  appointed  D.  J.  Tal- 
lant  as  temporary  Clerk,  thereupon  he  proceeded  to  read  the  names

Helena,  Montana,  January  5,  1893. 

Pursuant  to  a  request  from  His  Excellency,  J.  E,  Rickards,  Gov- 
ernor of  the  State  of  Montana,  a  joint  assembly  of  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Montana,  convened  in  the  Hall  of  the  House  of  Representatives  in 
the  Electric  Building,  in  the  City  of  Helena,  State  of  Montana,  for 
the  purpose  of  receiving  the  Governor's  Message. 

Hon,  Lieutenant-Governor  Botkin  in  the  chair.

His  Excellency  the  Governor  then  delivered  the  following  message 
to  the  Joint  Assembly: 


Message  of  the  Governor. 


Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana  : 

In  pursuance  of  a  duty  imposed  by  our  State  Constitution,  I  have 
the  honor  to  submit  to  your  consideration  the  following  suggestions 
respecting  some  of  the  more  important  questions  which  affect  our 
young  State. 

Before  proceeding  to  call  your  attention  to  affairs  of  State,  I  am 
sure  you  will  indulge  me  in  a  few  words  personal.  I  very  much  ap- 
preciate the  high  honor  which  has  come  to  me  in  being  called  to  the 
exalted  position  of  Chief  Executive  of  this  great  State;  and  I  want  to 
express  my  grateful  thanks  and  deepest  gratitude  to  all  who  in  any 
manner  contributed  to  this  result.  I  am  not  unmindful  that  to  this 
honor  grave  responsibilities  are  attached,  but  relying  upon  the  Ruler 
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of  Nations,  who  controls  the  destinies  of  all  peoples,  I  confidently  en- 
ter upon  the  discharge  of  my  duties. 

Your  fellow  citizens  have  conferred  a  great  honor  upon  you  in  es- 
teeming you  worthy  and  competent  to  legislate  for  them.  Every 
citizen  is  under  obligation  to  serve  his  State  faithfully,  but  more  es- 
pecially is  this  true  of  those  who  have  been  elected  by  the  people  to 
positions  of  trust  and  responsibility.  Our  State  is  now  in  its  forma- 
tive period,  and  the  character  of  your  legislation  must  tell  for  good  or 
evil  upon  its  future.  Allow  me  to  remind  you  that  the  manner  in 
which  we  discharge  the  duties  pertaining  to  this  session  of  the  Legis- 
lative Assembly  is  worthy  of  our  most  serious  thought.  Our  constit- 
uency have  entrusted  to  you  the  entire  responsibility  of  the  legislative 
department,  and  I  shall  leave  it  there.  If,  however,  I  have  occasion 
to  differ  with  you  on  any  measure,  I  shall  hope  to  so  present  my  ob- 
jections as  to  command  your  respect.  All  information  in  the  Execu- 
tive office  is  at  your  command. 

I  congratulate  you,  and  through  you,  our  people,  upon  the  prosper- 
ous condition  of  our  State.  I  have  no  words  at  my  command  with 
which  to  express  my  confidence  in  the  future  of  Montana.  My  im- 
agination also  falters  in  any  attempt  to  picture  its  future  greatness. 
Nature  was  indeed  in  her  most  generous  mood  when  she  formed  our 
mountains  and  valleys.  With  our  gold,  our  silver,  our  copper,  our 
lead,  our  coal,  our  fertile  soil,  our  forests,  our  matchless  climate — in  a 
word,  with  our  boundless  resources,  which  no  man  can  enumerate,  we 
shall  here  build  a  great  self-sustaining  commonwealth  which  will  be 
the  pride  of  our  nation. 

STATE    FINANCES. 

The  report  of  the  State  Treasurer  for  1892  shows  that  the  financial 
affairs  of  the  State  have  been  creditably  handled.  The  total  revenue 
proper  for  the  year  was  $433,351.21;  the  warrants  drawn  against  the 
same  were  $379,357.90,  leaving  a  balance  of  $53,993-31.  This  makes 
a  very  gratifying  showing,  and  reveals  more  clearly  than  any  other 
statement  following  the  exact  volume  of  business  transacted  during 
the  year,  and  the  net  balance  to  our  credit  after  all  bills  shall  have 
been  paid. 

By  referring  to  Exhibit  "A"  you  will  notice  that  the  total  receipts 
to  the  general  fund  were  $508,106.46,  which,  added  to  the  balance  on 
hand  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  $63,356.38,  give  us  a  total  of 
$571,462.84.  The  total  of  warrants  paid  and  bonds  bought  was 
$418,576.12,  leaving  a  balance  of  cash  on  hand  of  $152,886.72. 

Exhibit  UD"  shows  how  this  balance  is  distributed  among  the  sev- 
eral funds.  In  addition  to  this,  the  balance  from  the  Stock  Inspector, 
Stock  Indemnity  and  Sheep  Inspector  and  Indemnity  Funds  bring 
this  total  on  hand  to  $162,510.61. 

The  revenues  from  every  County  in  the  State  have  materially  in- 
creased over  the  previous  year,  aggregating  a  net  increase  of  $176,- 
804.83.     (See  Exhibit  «B.") 

For  the  first  time  all  the  several  stock  funds  have  a  balance  to  their 
credit,  after  paying  all  the  warrants  for  the  year.  The  Sheep  In- 
spector and   Indemnity  Fund  is  credited  with  a  balance  on   hand  of 
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$8,195.77.  (See  Exhibit  "C")  It  will  not  be  necessary  to  lay  this 
tax  for  some  years  to  come  unless  a  serious  epidemic  should  attack 
that  class  of  stock. 

Only  about  $21,000  of  the  School  Fund  have  been  invested,  while 
nearly  $40,000  lie  idle  in  the  treasury.  An  act  of  Congress  prevents 
the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  lands  granted  for  educational  purposes 
from  being  used,  the  interest  thereon  only  being  available.  The 
necessity  of  investing  the  balance  of  the  School  Fund  in  desirable 
securities  is  apparent.  The  Board  of  Land  Commissioners  say  on  this 
subject,  p.  25: 

"  We  think  that  express  authority  should  be  given  to  the  State 
Board  to  purchase  in  the  open  market  at  the  best  price  [referring  to 
bonds],  and  that,  in  addition,  authority  should  be  given  to  loan  upon 
real  estate  an  amount  equal  to  one-third  of  the  value  of  the  same, 
based  upon  an  appraisal  by  the  State  Land  Agent  and  approved  by 
the  Board.  It  appears  to  us  that  this,  or  some  other  feasible  method, 
must  be  employed  to  secure  a  revenue  from  the  sale  of  our  school 
lands,  otherwise  the  policy  of  selling  must  be  abandoned  and  a  system 
of  leasing  exclusively  inaugurated." 

STATE    LEVY. 

It  will  be  necessary  for  you  to  re-enact  the  law  passed  at  the  last 
session  of  the  Legislature,  levying  a  uniform  rate  of  assessment  and 
taxation.  There  cannot  be  a  doubt  but  we  shall  need  as  large  a  levy 
as  is  allowable  under  the  Constitution. 

ESTIMATE    OF    EXPENSES. 

Article  VII,  Section  10,  of  the  Constitution  makes  it  my  duty  to 
present  to  the  Legislative  Assembly  estimates  of  the  amounts  of  money 
required  to  be  raised  by  taxation  for  all  purposes.  In  pursuance  of 
this  duty  I  respectfully  submit  the  following  estimate  of  expenses  of 
the  State  government  for  each  of  the  fiscal  years  ending  November 
30,  1S93,  and  November  30,  1894,  respectively:

REPORTS  OF  STATE   AUDITOR  AND  STATE   BOARD  OF  EQUALIZATION. 

The  report  of  the  State  Auditor  for  1892  and  the  report  of  the 
State  Board  of  Equalization  will  be  submitted  to  you.  They  contain 
information  of  much  value  upon  questions  that  directly  concern  you 
as  lawmakers.  The  compilations  have  been  made  with  care  and  can 
be  studied  with  profit,  They  show  the  State  has  had  a  steady  growth 
in  nearly  every  line  of  business.  The  stock  and  agricultural  indus- 
tries have  materially  advanced.  The  wool  clip  for  1892  amounted  to 
10,180,791  pounds,  as  compared  with  7,784,007  pounds  two  years  ago — 
a  gain  of   2,396,784  pounds.      The  stock  interests  generally   are  in  a 
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prosperous  condition.  Dairying  is  receiving  attention,  1,066,732 
pounds  of  butter  and  cheese  having  been  produced  during  the  year. 
The  wheat  output  reached  1,250,784  bushels.  There  are  9,330  ranches 
in  the  State,  aggregating  2,640,056  acres,  with  1,390  irrigating  ditches, 
reaching  a  total  of  3,245^  miles.  Fruit  growing  is  enlisting  the 
efforts  of  farmers  to  no  small  degree,  13,212^  bushels  of  apples  being 
placed  to  their  credit  for  the  year,  besides  a  very  creditable  showing  as 
to  other  fruits.  Thousands  of  trees  have  been  planted  and  will  in  due 
time  develop  an  important  and  profitable  industry  in  the  State.  Not- 
withstanding the  depression  due  to  the  low  price  of  silver,  the  mining 
industry  is  in  an  excellent  condition,  I  regret  that  there  is  no  reliable 
data  at  hand  which  will  enable  me  to  correctly  give  the  mineral  out- 
put of  the  State,  but  I  am  satisfied  from  such  information  as  I  have 
been  able  to  obtain  that  it  is  larger  than  in  any  preceding  year.  The 
Auditor's  report  places  the  total  valuation  of  property  at  $129,456,- 
942.     Your  attention  is  called  to  Exhibit  "E," 

ATTORNEY  GENERAL'S  REPORT. 

The  report  of  the  Attorney  General,  covering  the  business  of  his 
office  from  November  9,.  1889,  up  to  December  1,  1892,  will  be 
placed  before  you,  He  asks  that  provision  be  made  for  increased  help 
in  his  office;  see  pages  33,  34,  He  also  asks  that  a  larger  appropria- 
tion be  made  to  his  department;  see  page  34.  On  page  35  he  calls 
attention  to  the  neglect  of  certain  County  Commissioners  to  levy  a 
"  stock  inspector  and  detective  tax."  His  suggestions  respecting  this 
matter  should  receive  your  consideration,  I  also  call  your  attention  to 
certain  changes  in  the  registration  law  which  he  recommends. 

THE   REPORT  OF  THE   ADJUTANT-GENERAL. 

The  Adjutant-General's  report  will  be  submitted  with  the  other 
State  Officers'  reports.  I  heartily  endorse  all  of  his  recommendations, 
I  think  a  careful  reading  of  this  report  will  enlist  your  interest  in  our 
State  Militia. 

BOILER  INSPECTOR, 

The  Boiler  Inspector's  report  has  been  published  and  will  be  sent 
to  you.  You  will  notice  in  his  report  published  January  1,  1892,  that 
he  calls  attention  to  some  amendments  to  the  law  governing  his  office, 
which  he  thinks  should  be  made  so  as  to  give  him  the  same  authority 
over  steam  machinery  that  he  now  has  over  steam  boilers.  He  prom- 
ised to  make  such  recommendations  later,  but  he  does  not  refer  to  the 
matter  in  his  last  report.  I  believe  the  primary  motive  which  prompt- 
ed the  enactment  of  the  present  law  was  to  protect  the  lives  and  limbs 
of  those  engaged  in  hazardous  employment  of  working  around  steam 
boilers  and  steam  machinery;  hence  I  call  attention  to  his  suggestion. 

STATE    BOARD    OF   MEDICAL   EXAMINERS. 

During  the  year  1892  the  Board  of  Medical  Examiners  passed  upon 
fifty  applicants  to  practice  medicine  in  this  State.  Of  these,  perma- 
nent certificates  were  issued  to  thirty-six,  thirteen  failed  to  pass  the 
prescribed  examination,  and  the  case  of  one  is  still  pending.  The 
work  of  the  Board  shows  that  it    is   in    every   respect  a  protection  to 
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the  interests  of  reputable  physicians,  and  that  the  public  is  correspond- 
ingly benefited.  To  prevent  incompetent  physicians  from  endanger- 
ing the  lives  of  the  people,  and  to  prevent  extortion  for  medical  ser- 
vices rendered,  are  efforts  which  should  enlist  the  interest  of  all  good 
citizens,  and  the  serious  consideration  of  lawmakers. 

I  am  not  sufficiently  informed  as  to  the  current  expenses  of  the 
Board  of  Examiners  to  recommend  the  appropriation  of  any  specific 
sum  for  its  maintenance;  but  it  becomes  your  duty  to  make  an  allow- 
ance large  enough  to  carry  on  the  work  satisfactorily. 

SUPERINTENDENT  OF   PUBLIC   INSTRUCTION. 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  will  be  be- 
fore you.  It  is  instructive  as  showing  the  abiding  interest  of  the  peo- 
ple in  our  public  school  system.  I  wish  especially  to  call  your  atten- 
tion to  what  he  says  under  the  head  of  "  Morals  and  Decency," 
Under  the  same  head  he  said  in  his  report  of  1891  :  "Nearly  all 
States  in  the  Union  have  enactments  upon  their  statute  books  relating 
to  this  subject."  That  I  may  emphasize  the  importance  of  this  matter, 
I  quote  from  the  same  report  an  extract  which  he  copied  from  report 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  of  South  Dakota:  "  Cases 
have  been  known  in  the  State  where  no  privy  had  been  provided, 
and  very  frequently  only  one  for  both  sexes.  It  is  common  that  the 
out-buildings  are  placed  in  proximity,  with  no  effective  barrier  be- 
tween them.  Shall  we  wonder  that  impurity  is  increasing  in  society 
when  people  are  absolutely  lethargic  regarding  the  relations  of  the 
sexes  in  the  common  schools?  If  we  properly  prize  the  virtue  of  our 
girls  and  the  manliness  and  purity  of  our  boys,  these  things  will 
receive  our  attention.  It  is  prudishness  that  smacks  strongly  of 
ignorance  and  incapacity  that  will  prevent  a  teacher  giving  due  at- 
tention to  the  condition  of  the  schools  and  school  grounds,  relative  to 
the  relation  of  the  sexes.  Pure  men  and  women  will  only  come  from 
pure  homes  and  pure  schools." 

I  earnestly  recommend  that  you  enact  a  law  making  it  the  duty  of 
School  Trustees  to  provide  good  accommodations  along  the  line  here 
suggested. 

REPORTS  OF  STATE  OFFICERS. 

All  State  Officers  are  required  by  the  Constitution  to  make  full  and 
complete  reports  of  their  official  transactions  to  the  Governor  at  least 
twenty  day  preceding  each  regular  session  of  the  Legislative  Assem- 
bly. The  Governor  is  required  to  transmit  these  reports  to  the  Leg- 
islature, together  with  u  estimates  of  the  amount  of  money  required  to 
be  raised  by  taxation  for  all  purposes  of  State,"  and  to  recommend 
such  measures  as  may  be  deemed  expedient. 

The  practical  value  of  these  reports  to  the  officer  to  whom  they  are 
made  is  oftened  lessened,  if  not  wholly  destroyed,  by  delay  in  print- 
ing, or  for  other  causes,  which  prevent  the  use  of  the  data  which  they 
contain  in  recommending  legislation. 

Provision  should  be  made  for  publishing  these  reports  at  an  earlier 
date,  so  that  all  the  information  they  contain  may  be  made  available 
for  the  purpose  intended.     I   have  had   no  opportunity  to  examine  a 
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number  of  important  reports  for  the  reasons  named,  and  have,  there- 
fore, refrained  from  making  certain  recommendations  to  which  your 
attention  would  otherwise  have  been  called. 

UNITED    STATES    SENATOR. 

Among  your  more  important  duties  will  be  the  election  of  one  of 
your  fellow-citizens  to  represent  Montana  in  the  United  States  Senate. 
I  indulge  the  hope  that  in  your  wisdom  you  may  elect  one  who  will 
reflect  credit  alike  upon  you  and  the  State. 

PERMANENT    STATE    CAPITAL. 

At  the  next  general  election,  to  be  held  in  November,  1894,  the  lo- 
cation of  a  permanent  State  Capital  will  be  submitted  to  the  people, 
as  provided  for  in  an  act  passed  by  the  last  Legislative  Assembly,  and 
approved  March  6,  189 1.  The  result  of  the  recent  election  leaves  the 
choice  between  Helena  and  Anaconda,  It  is  important  that  you  make 
provision  for  all  possible  contingencies.  Should  the  choice  fall  upon 
Anaconda,  the  result  would  not  be  officially  known  until  within  about 
two  weeks  of  the  assembling  of  the  Legislature.  In  that  event  the 
time  will  be  so  short  as  to  greatly  inconvenience  all  State  officers  un- 
less you  enact  a  law  clothing  some  one  with  authority  to  make  neces- 
sary arrangements,  as  there  is  now  no  law  that  I  am  familiar  with 
giving  any  one  such  authority.  This  is  very  important,  as  under  the 
Constitution  the  Legislature  cannot  meet  at  any  place  except  at  the 
"seat  of  government." 

STATE    AND    EDUCATIONAL    INSTITUTIONS. 

In  my  opinion,  one  of  the  most  important  duties  will  be  that  of  lo- 
cating State  and  Educational  Institutions,  Shall  the  latter  be  grouped 
or  located  separately?  is  a  question  now  agitating  our  people,  I  be- 
lieve you  will  give  the  subject  your  careful  thought,  and  act  from  a 
desire  to  best  serve  the  future  interests  of  the  State,  However,  I  feel 
I  would  be  derelict  in  my  duty  if  I  did  not  urge  upon  you  the  neces- 
sity of  taking  such  action  as  will  determine  where  the  various  State 
Institutions  are  to  be  located.  It  is  my  judgment  that  all  interests  de- 
mand an  early  settlement  of  this  matter.  We  are  looking  for  and 
inviting  outside  capital  to  our  State.  The  fact  that  none  of  our  State 
Institutions  have  yet  been  located  impresses  capitalists  unfavorably. 

The  lands  donated  to  Montana  by  the  United  States  are  now  being 
selected  from  the  public  domain  and  will  soon  be  available  for  the 
purposes  named.  Aside  from  the  University  lands  already  selected, 
622,000  acres  are  donated  for  the  following  uses: 

For  a  School  of   Mines 100,000  acres 

For  State  Normal   Schools 100,000     " 

For  Agricultural  Colleges 140,000     " 

For  Deaf  and  Dumb   Asylums 50,000     " 

For  State  Reform   Schools 50,000     " 

For  Public  Buildings 182,000     " 

An  Agricultural  College  must  be  established  in  accordance  with  an 
act  of  Congress  approved  July  2,  1863,  in  order  to  avail  ourselves  of 
the  appropriation  made  in  the  act  of  August  30,  1890.  Under  the 
provision  of  this  act  the  sum  of  $15,000  per   annum  for  ten  years  is 
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appropriated  to  each  State  and  Territory,  and  the  sum  of  $25,000  per 
annum  is  thereafter  to  be  applied  to  instruction  in  agriculture,  the  vari- 
ous branches  in  mathematics,  physics,  natural  and  economic  science,  the 
English  language  and  mechanic  arts.  It  requires  no  argument  to 
show  the  losses  which  the  State  is  sustaining  through  our  neglect  to 
locate  this  institution. 

orphans'  home. 

In  my  judgment  provision  should  be  made  for  a  State  Orphans' 
Home.  The  condition  of  these  unfortunate  children  appeals  to  the 
generous  side  of  every  man's  nature,  and  the  fostering  care  of  the 
State  is  demanded.  The  strongest  evidence  of  our  Nation's  high 
civilization  is  the  interest  our  people  manifest  in  caring  for  the  afflicted. 
Every  manly  man  freely  responds  to  the  appeal  of  his  State  for  the 
support  of  eleemosynary  institutions. 

I  am  informed  that  the  promoters  of  an  orphanage  in  the  County 
of  Silver  Bow  offer  to  donate  their  property,  comprising  160  acres  of 
land  with  all  the  improvements,  for  a  State  Asylum,  provided  it  is 
deemed  best  to  establish  such  an  institution.  I  recommend  the  con- 
sideration of  proffers  of  this  character,  which  may  come  from  differ- 
ent Counties  in  the  State,  while  the  question  of  creating  an  institution 
of  this  kind  is  pending. 

NEW    COUNTIES. 

The  creation  of  new  Counties  is  incidental  to  the  growth  of  the 
State.  The  area  of  many  of  our  Counties  is  so  great  that  the  cost  of 
maintaining  local  government  is  a  burden  upon  the  taxpayers.  Judi- 
cial proceedings  involve  an  enormous  outlay  of  money  when  jurors 
and  witnesses  are  compelled  to  travel  from  one  hundred  to  four  hun- 
dred miles  to  reach  the  County  Seat.  To  invoke  justice  under  such 
conditions  is  to  invite  bankruptcy  to  the  litigants,  in  civil  cases,  or  add 
to  the  burden  of  taxation  in  criminal  cases.  The  trend  of  jDublic  senti- 
ment is  toward  the  subdivision  of  our  larger  Counties,  whenever  it 
appears  that  the  valuation  and  population  of  the  proposed  new  County 
will  justify  the  step. 

But  every  proposition  of  this  character  should  be  approached  with 
extreme  care.  The  interests  of  rival  towns  and  the  ambitions  of 
would-be  office-holders  should  not  deflect  the  attention  of  legislators 
from  the  rugged  merits  of  the  case.  While  the  area  of  Montana 
warrants  the  prediction  that  the  growth  of  population  will  soon  double 
the  number  of  Counties  in  the  State,  conservative  action  by  the  Leg- 
islature in  this  regard  will,  at  all  times,  conserve  the  best  interests  of 
the  commonwealth. 

REFORM    SCHOOL. 

All  experience  teaches  the  necessity  of  maintaining  State  Reform 
Schools.  The  Federal  Government  recognized  this  in  donating  to 
our  State  50,000  acres  of  land  as  an  endowment  fund  for  such  an  in- 
stitution. It  is  a  cause  for  profound  regret  that  very  often  our  courts 
are  called  upon  to  sentence  those  who  are  under  the  age  of  majority. 
That  such  offenders  should  be  punished  in  like  manner  as  those  who 
are  older,  and  practically  placed  under  the  daily  tuition  of  those  who 
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are  graduates  in  crime  by  being  incarcerated  with  them,  does  violence 
to  every  one's  sense  of  justice.  From  the  standpoint  of  decency,  hu- 
manity, due  regard  for  the  morals  of  society,  from  an  economic  stand- 
point, indeed,  from  every  consideration,  we  are  impelled  to  make  such 
provision  for  the  youthful  criminal  as  will,  while  restraining  him  of 
his  liberty,  set  to  work  influences  which  may  result  in  his  reformation. 
The  twofold  purpose  of  our  penal  laws  is  the  punishment  of  crime 
and  the  reformation  of  the  criminal.  Now,  every  one  who  has  given 
the  subject  any  thought  and  investigation,  knows  that  the  reformation 
of  the  youthful  offender  is  made  impossible  when  he  is  compelled  to 
associate  day  and  night  with  those  who  are  hardened  in  every  form  of 
vice. 

One  of  our  learned  and  honorable  judges,  writing  to  me  on  this 
subject,  says:  "Judges  and  jurors  are  often  times  loth  to  send  young 
persons  to  the  penitentiary  for  crimes  committed,  knowing  as  they  do, 
that  the  result  is  to  blight  their  lives,  and  sometimes  young  criminals 
are  acquitted  of  crimes  and  turned  loose  upon  a  community,  and  the 
law  evaded.  Then,  too,  the  culprit,  emboldened  by  his  seeming  good 
luck  in  escaping  the  clutches  of  the  law,  becomes  more  daring  and 
rushes  into  still  greater  crimes.  But  the  more  serious  aspect  of  the 
case  is  in  the  fact  that  too  many  heedless  young  persons  of  both  sexes, 
deprived  of  the  moral  training  and  better  influences  so  necessary  in 
early  life,  are  apt  to  be  led  astray,  and  if  convicted  of  a  crime  and 
thrown  among  the  criminal  classes,  become  more  indifferent  to  the 
obligations  of  society,  less  jealous  of  their  own  good  name  and  more 
easily  influenced  for  the  bad." 

To  reclaim  these  young  unfortunates  is  a  noble  work  and  appeals  to 
the  best  effort  of  heart  and  mind  of  the  statesman  who  wants  most  to 
serve  humanity  and  the  State.  I  hope  you  can  see  your  wav  clear  to 
take  some  action  looking  to  the  separation  of  the  youths  and  less 
hardened  criminals  from  old  offenders.  If  you  conclude  to  establish 
a  Reform  School,  it  is  my  opinion  that  it  should  be  located  in  an  agri- 
cultural community,  where  it  could  be  made  partly  self-sustaining. 

Another  of  our  most  honored  judges  says  on  this  point:  "  It  should 
be  a  strictly  educational  and  industrial  school,"  Quoting  him  again, 
he  says:  "The  District  Courts  should  have  exclusive  original  juris- 
diction and  the  only  right  to  commit  to  this  school." 

STATE    EXAMINERS, 

My  honorable  predecessor  called  the  attention  of  the  last  Legislative 
Assembly  to  the  importance  of  providing  for  a  State  Examiner,  but 
no  action  was  taken.  Our  Constitution  says:  "The  Legislative  As- 
sembly shall  provide  for  a  State  Examiner,"  (See  Article  VII,  sec- 
tion 8.)  This  matter,  in  my  judgment,  is  of  great  importance,  and  I 
earnestly  ask,  in  the  interest  of  good  government  and  thorough  busi- 
ness principles,  that  you  create  this  office  and  define  the  duties  pertain- 
ing thereto.  The  State  Examiner  should  be  clothed  with  power  and 
authority  to  examine  the  books  at  least  once  a  year,  and  oftener  if 
necessary,  of  such  State  and  County  officers  as  in  your  judgment  the 
interest  of  the  State  may  require.  He  should  have  authority  to  intro- 
duce a  uniform  system  of  bookkeeping,  and  power  to  compel  all  State 
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officers  and  State  institutions  to  conform  their  bookkeeping  to  this 
general  system.  These  duties  are  such  as  to  demand  a  high  order  of 
ability,  and  I  hope  you  will  fix  the  salary  at  such  a  figure  as  to  com- 
mand the  services  of  a  capable  man.  It  is  a  common  fault  of  Legis- 
latures in  the  creation  of  public  offices  to  allow  such  small  salaries  as 
to  make  it  practically  impossible  to  secure  efficient  men.  The  tempta- 
tion is  strong  to  attempt  to  make  a  reputation  for  economy.  While 
economy  should  be  practiced  in  every  department  of  the  State,  yet 
when  it  is  done  at  the  expense  of  the  service  it  smacks  of  demagogism, 

GREAT    SEAL. 

I  call  your  attention  to  the  need  of  a  State  Seal,  It  is  unbecoming 
the  dignity  of  our  State  to  longer  use  the  old  Territorial  Seal. 

STATE    BOUNDARIES, 

There  should  be  no  further  delay  in  officially  determining  the 
boundaries  of  the  State  of  Montana,  Our  northern  boundary  has 
been  surveyed  and  its  position  exactly  fixed  by  the  monuments  estab- 
lished by  the  American-British  Boundary  Line  Commission;  our 
eastern  boundary  and  the  Montana- Wyoming  line  have  been  located 
under  the  authority  of  the  General  Land  Office,  But  there  still  re- 
mains to  be  established  the  western  and  southwestern  boundary  of 
Montana,  separating  us  from  Idaho. 

In  the  northwestern  portion  of  the  State,  on  the  Kootenai  river, 
and  in  the  country  adjacent  thereto,  there  is  a  present  and  prospective 
activity  in  mining  which  gives  promise  of  a  large  population  in  the 
near  future.  Vexatious  questions  have  already  arisen  as  to  whether 
claims  to  be  officially  surveyed  belong  to  Idaho  or  Montana,  and  as  to 
which  State  should  order  the  surveys  made.  The  permanent  growth 
of  that  section  is  largety  dependent  upon  the  official  establishment  of 
the  boundary  line,  and  the  interests  of  Montana  demand  an  early  set- 
tlement of  the  question. 

I  therefore  recommend  that  the  Legislature  take  steps  to  secure  the 
co-operation  of  Idaho  in  locating  our  common  boundary  line, 

PUBLIC     LANDS, 

Seventy-two  sections  of  public  land  were  donated  to  the  Territory 
of  Montana  for  University  purposes  by  the  United  States  in  1881,  of 
which  45,226  acres  were  selected  during  the  two  years  following. 
Another  grant  of  622,000  acres  was  made  by  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment in  the  act  providing  for  the  admission  of  Montana  into  the  Union, 
making  a  grand  total  of  668,080  acres  of  public  lands  donated  to  us 
for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  the  act. 

A  law  passed  by  the  State  Legislature  and  approved  March  6, 
1891,  provided  for  the  selection  and  conveyance  pf  school  and  in- 
demnity lands,  as  well  as  those  donated  by  the  United  States  for  va- 
rious public  buildings  and  institutions.  The  Governor  was  authorized 
to  appoint,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  State  Board  of  Land  Commis- 
sioners, a  State  Land  Agent,  who  should  be  empowered  to  select  these 
lands  under  the  rules  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior, 

The  report  of  the  State  Board  of  Land  Commissioners  for  1892 
shows  a  total  selection  of  128,823,51  acres,  leaving  less  than  500,000 
acres   yet  to   be  selected.     It  is  believed    that  the  timber  lands  in  the 
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Flathead  Valley  will  furnish  150,000  acres,  while  the  balance  will 
"have  to  be  taken  from  vacant  lands  wherever  they  may  be  found," 
A  selection  of  nearly  19,000  acres,  filed  in  the  Land  Office  at  Mis- 
soula, was  rejected  by  the  United  States  Land  Officers,  Concerning 
this  the  State  Board  says: 

"While  there  is  some  foundation  for  the  claims  of  the  Land  Offi- 
cers, we  are  not  satisfied  that  they  are  right  in  rejecting  the  selections, 
and  in  order  that  the  interests  of  the  State  should  be  protected  to  the 
fullest  extent  we  have  appealed  to  the  Commissioner  of  the  General 
Land  Office.  Should  the  decision  be  affirmed,  we  anticipate  no  diffi- 
culty in  securing  such  legislation  from  Congress  as  will  confirm  the 
right  of  the  State  to  the  said  lands." 

Although  the  rush  of  settlers  to  the  more  favored  portions  of  the 
State  greatly  interfered  with  the  selection  of  valuable  public  lands 
under  the  grant,  it  is  believed  that  the  full  number  of  acres  to  which 
the  State  is  entitled  can  be  secured  in  the  near  future.  With  the  State 
will  rest  the  problem  of  the  profitable  control  of  these  lands, 

Several  important  changes  in  existing  laws  will  be  necessary  to 
secure  the  best  results.  During  the  past  year  the  cost  of  appraisals  in 
four  (4)  counties  reached  the  sum  of  $5,892,2 1 .  It  has  been  found  nec- 
essary for  the  Board  of  Land  Commissioners  to  increase  the  per  diem 
allowed  appraisers  under  the  law,  in  order  to  have  the  work  done. 
As  the  State  Land  Agent  makes  all  selections  from  personal  inspec- 
tion, he  should  be  authorized  to  make  appraisements  without  addi- 
tional expense  to  the  State, 

Laws  governing  the  leasing  of  State  lands  require  revision.  The 
rights  of  the  lessee  on  lands  other  than  grazing  lands  should  be  clearly 
defined.  Penalties  should  be  prescribed  for  those  who  remain  in  pos- 
session of  State  lands  after  having  been  notified  that  such  lands  have 
been  appraised  and  are  subject  to  lease. 

Legislation  is  also  required  to  give  effect  to  the  constitutional  pro- 
vision authorizing  the  sale  of  timber  on  State  lands. 

The  magnitude  of  the  landed  interests  of  the  State  impels  me  to 
urge  upon  you  the  necessity  of  taking  such  steps  as  will  strengthen 
and  aid  the  State  Board  of  Land  Commissioners  in  their  efforts  to 
protect  our  heritage  from  the  greed  of  trespassers.  These  splendid 
donations  to  the  educational  interests  of  the  State  are  menaced  by 
selfish  and  designing  men,  and  it  becomes  our  sacred  duty  to  protect 
the  rights  of  the  State  by  every  means  within  our  power.  No  ques- 
tion presses  more  seriously  upon  your  attention  than  the  careful 
guarding  of  the  public  good  by  the  protection  of  our  public  lands.  In 
this  connection,  I  call  your  attention  to  the  able  report  of  the  Board  of 
Land  Commissioners,  which  will  be  placed  on  your  desks.  It  will 
repay  a  careful  reading,  I  regard  their  recommendation  on  page  36, 
under  the  heading  of  "Register  of  State  Land  Office,"  as  especially 
worthy  of  your  thoughtful  consideration. 

MINERAL     LANDS. 

In  1864  Congress  passed  an  act  granting  aid,  in  land,  to  construct 
the  Northern  Pacific   Railway  from  Duluth,  Minnesota,  to  tide-water 
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on  the  coast  of  the  Pacific  Ocean,  This  endowment  gave  to  the  rail- 
way company,  in  Montana,  every  alternate  section  of  land,  not  min- 
eral, in  an  area  So  miles  wide  and  700  miles  long;  and  a  further  area 
25  miles  in  width  and  700  miles  in  length,  as  indemnity  for  land  found 
to  be  mineral,  or  lands  to  which  it  was  ascertained  that  private  rights 
or  previous  reservation  had  attached. 

The  construction  of  the  road  through  Montana  was  completed  Sep- 
tember 8,  1883.  To-day  we  find  a  railway  traversing  the  length  of 
our  State,  seeking  a  judicial  perversion  of  the  plain  meaning  of  the 
act  of  Congress,  and  by  technical  construction  making  every  effort 
to  wrongfully  obtain  patent  to  about  3,000,000  acres  of  the  mineral 
lands  of  the  State. 

Failing  in  the  effort  to  secure  from  the  Land  Department  of  the 
United  States  patent  to  the  mineral  lands  exempted  by  act  of  Con- 
gress from  its  grant,  the  railway  company  resorted  to  the  courts, 
seeking  to  obtain  favorable  legal  construction. 

At  the  same  time  the  people  of  Montana  applied  to  Congress  for 
the  classification  of  their  lands,  and  a  determination  by  authority  of 
law  of  what  constitutes  the  reserved  mineral  lands. 

There  is  now  before  Congress  a  measure,  generally  known  as  the 
Mineral  Land  Classification  Bill,  which  has  for  its  object  the  separa- 
tion of  the  mineral  lands  excluded  from  the  grant,  and  giving  to  the 
Northern  Pacific  Railway  only  those  lands  contemplated  in  the  act  of 
Congress, 

A  case  is  pending  in  the  Supreme  Court,  entitled  R.  P,  Barden  et 
al.  vs.  The  Northern  Pacific  Railway  Company,  in  which  that  cor- 
poration is  seeking  to  anticipate  legislation  favorable  to  the  people  of 
Montana  by  establishing  the  judicial  point  that  the  company  is  en- 
titled to  all  the  odd  numbered  sections  of  land  within  its  grant  not 
known  to  be  mineral  at  the  time  of  its  definite  location  in  1872.  If 
successful  in  its  effort,  a  majority  of  all  our  developed  mines  may  fall 
into  the  hands  of  the  Northern  Pacific  Railway  Company,  as  well  as 
those  yet  undiscovered. 

Under  existing  conditions  it  becomes  the  duty  of  this  Legislature  to 
take  such  prompt  and  effective  steps  as  will  best  protect  the  people  of 
this  State  from  a  threatened  calamity.  The  legislation  of  the  past, 
relative  to  the  preservation  of  our  mineral  lands,  has  been  more  fruit- 
ful of  earnest  efforts  than  of  practical  results. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Mineral  Land  Commissioner  will  be 
placed  before  you.  It  is  an  exhaustive  presentation  of  the  case  of  the 
people  against  the  Northern  Pacific  Railway  Company,  in  the  efforts 
of  the  people  of  Montana  and  other  mineral  producing  states  to  resist 
the  unjust  claims  of  the  company,  that  all  lands  not  known  to  be  min- 
eral at  the  time  of  the  land  grant  belong  to  that  corporation.  The 
record  of  the  efforts  of  the  commissioner  to  secure  favorable  legislation 
to  our  people  by  Congress  is  of  great  interest,  and  is  well  worthy  your 
careful  perusal, 

IMMIGRATION. 

The  marvelous  possibilities  of  Montana  will  be  fully  realized  only 
through  the  inspiration  of  numbers,  which  we  can  easily  secure 
through  wise  legislation  encouraging  immigration. 
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The  multiplication  of  farms  will  bring  to  our  State  every  advantage 
to  be  derived  from  numbers,  with  none  of  the  dangers  of  an  over- 
crowded population,  reaching  beyond  the  limits  of  self-support.  No 
State  less  favored  than  Montana  could  sustain  the  drain  now  imposed 
upon  our  financial  resources  in  sending  abroad  for  farm  products  which 
should  be  marketed  from  the  idle  acreage  of  our  valleys  and  plains. 
Vast  sums  of  money  which  should  circulate  in  the  channels  of  our  lo- 
cal business  life  go  elsewhere  for  products  which  could  be  grown  more 
cheaply  at  our  very  doors. 

Upon  the  reclamation  of  our  arid  lands  must  largely  depend  a  sub- 
stantial increase  of  population.  With  nearly  one  million  acres  of  land 
brought  into  productiveness,  an  hundred  thousand  immigrants  would 
add  their  energies  to  the  industrial  life  of  Montana,  enhancing  the 
value  of  real  and  personal  property,  enlarging  the  volume  of  business 
and  increasing  the  revenues  of  the  State.  To  encourage  immigration 
for  the  development  of  our  agricultural  resources  the  first  important 
step  to  be  taken  is  to  make  the  creation  of  new  communities  possible 
by  the  irrigation  of  our  arid  lands. 

IRRIGATION. 

Nature  has  supplemented  Montana's  mineral  wealth  with  vast  areas 
of  fertile  soil,  which  need  onlv  the  beneficial  influences  of  our  moun- 
tain  streams  to  enable  this  State  to  add  to  its  population  many  thou- 
sands of  industrious  citizens. 

Limited  experiments  in  various  portions  of  the  State  justify  every 
encouragement  that  can  be  given  laudable  irrigation  projects  within 
the  limits  of  the  Constitution.  The  potential  possibilities  of  our  arid 
lands  have  been  demonstrated  and  yields  of  cereals  have  been  secured 
unexcelled  in  .quality  and  quantity,  It  remains  only  for  these  lands  to 
be  properly  prepared  for  the  plow,  to  assure  to  the  State  a  vast  agri- 
cultural population. 

It  is  evident  that  the  magnitude  of  this  undertaking  makes  impossi- 
ble the  irrigation  of  any  considerable  acreage  through  private  capital. 
The  work  must  be  carried  on  in  large  systems,  with  reservoirs,  catch- 
ment basins  and  canals,  the  construction  of  which  involves  the  invest- 
ment of  vast  sums  of  money.  Private  corporations  can  be  relied  upon 
only  for  the  performance  of  such  work  as  gives  promise  of  prompt  re- 
turns. For  the  comprehensive  and  conservative  use  of  the  waters  of 
our  streams  in  reclaiming  our  arid  lands  some  government  agency 
must  be  enlisted.  The  State  Irrigation  Congress,  which  convened  at 
Helena,  January  7,  1892,  adopted  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  in  the  judgment  of  this  Convention  it  is  the  duty  of 
the  General  Government  to  aid  in  the  development  of  the  arid  lands 
in  the  several  States  and  Territories  where  such  lands  exist;  and 
while  we  do  not  deem  it  desirable  that  the  control  and  title  to  such 
lands  should  pass  from  the  General  Government  to  the  several  States 
containing  them,  we  do  nevertheless  urge  that  at  least  the  proceeds 
arising  from  the  sale  of  such  lands  shall  be  applied  to  the  supplying  of 
water  for  their  development  for  the  purpose  of  agriculture,  and  we 
urge  our  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress  to  use  every  effort 
to  accomplish  such  legislation  as  will  bring  about  this  desirable  result,

not  only  for  our  State,  but  for  all  other  States  and  Territories  similarly 
situated. 

I  heartily  concur  in  the  aims  and  purposes  of  this  resolution,  and 
recommend  that  this  body  memoralize  Congress  to  take  such  action  as 
may  be  deemed  necessary  to  bring  about  the  desired  result. 

While  legislation  should  deal  liberally  with  a  question  of  such  su- 
preme importance  to  the  future  of  the  State,  too  many  safeguards 
cannot  be  thrown  around  the  rights  of  the  citizens,  or  too  ample  protec- 
tion be  given  the  settler  who  is  dependent  upon  irrigation  systems. 
Corporations,  encouraged  by  legislation  to  push  forward  irrigation 
schemes,  should  not  be  permitted  to  absorb  the  public  domain  on  the 
one  hand,  or  the  income  of  the  settler  on  the  other.  The  charges 
made  by  companies  owning  ditches  and  canals  should  be  regulated  by 
law, 

FOREST    AND    PRAIRIE    FIRES. 

Every  one  who  travels  much  over  the  State  must  be  impressed  with 
the  great  loss  we  annually  suffer  from  forest  and  prairie  fires,  Ex- 
Governor  Toole  said,  in  his  last  message,  on  this  subject:  "I  am  of 
the  opinion  that  nothing  could  be  done  more  conducive  to  this  end 
than  the  passage  of  a  law  by  which  railroad  companies  operating  in 
the  State  should  be  compelled  to  burn  their  right  of  way  annually, 
and  thus  prevent  a  spread  of  fire  originating  not  infrequently  from 
sparks  from  their  engines  and  the  cleaning  of  fire  boxes." 

I  most  heartily  endorse  that  suggestion.  It  would  entail  but  little 
labor  upon  the  railroad  companies,  and  certainly  would  in  the  end  re- 
dound to  their  profit. 

Efforts  should  be  made,  through  vigorous  legislation,  to  protect  our 
forests  from  denudation  by  timber  thieves.  Federal  supervision 
seems  inadequate  to  whollv  check  these  onslaughts  upon  our  forests, 
and  should  be  supplemented  by  active  measures  on  the  part  of  the 
State. 

VIOLATION    OF    GAME    AND    FISH    LAWS. 

Complaint  has  been  made  to  me  of  the  gross  violation  of  our  game 
and  fish  laws.  The  large  quantity  of  trout  which  is  often  found  in 
the  markets  of  our  larger  towns  and  cities  is  convincing  evidence  of 
the  truthfulness  of  the  complaints.  Then,  too,  countless  thousands  of 
young  fish  are  annually  destroyed  through  the  carelessness  of  those 
having  in  charge  the  many  irrigation  ditches  which  tap  our  mountain 
streams,  by  not  protecting  the  head  of  their  ditches  with  wire  screens. 

The  use  of  giant  powder  and  other  explosives  in  our  streams  is  for- 
bidden, but  the  law  is  frequently  disobeyed.  The  perpetrators  should 
be  detected  and  severely  punished. 

The  wanton  slaughter  of  deer  and  elk  for  their  skins  and  antlers 
should  be  strictly  prohibited.  I  think  the  season  for  lawfully  killing 
this  game  should  be  made  shorter.  In  this  connection  I  deem  it  perti- 
nent to  say  that  the  Indians  who  roam  over  the  State  are  not  granted 
any  more  privileges  under  the  law  than  are  the  taxpayers,  but  as  a 
matter  of  fact  they  violate  the  law  with  impunity.  Can  we  not  pro- 
vide for  the  apprehension  and  punishment  of  all  offenders? 

Some  States  have  found  it  necessary  to  appoint  officers  whose  duty 
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it  is  to  enforce  similar  laws.  I  can  not  see  my  way  clear  to  recom- 
mend such  action  on  your  part,  owing  to  the  very  many  demands 
upon  our  treasury,  but  I  express  the  hope  that  you  may  be  able  to  so 
amend  our  present  law  as  to  make  it  more  effective.  If  something  is 
not  done  along  this  line  our  mountain  game  will  soon  become  extinct, 
and  we  shall  also  have  to  incur  the  expense  of  restocking  our  streams. 
So  young  a  State  as  Colorado  has  already  been  obliged  to  spend 
large  sums  for  that  purpose;  the  same  processes  at  work  here  have 
resulted  in  cleaning  out  their  streams, 

THE    SUPREME    COURT. 

Article  VIII,  section  5,  of  the  Constitution  confers  upon  the  Legis- 
lature power  to  increase  the  number  of  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court 
to  five.  The  conditions  of  statehood  imposes  upon  our  Courts  addi- 
tional burdens,  and  the  volume  of  litigation  will  necessarily  increase 
with  the  population  and  development  of  the  State.  With  our  indus- 
trial and  commercial  growth,  and  with  activity  in  utilizing  the  re- 
sources of  this  favored  region,  many  new  questions  for  the  arbitrament 
of  the  Court  of  Last  Resort  will  arise,  requiring  prompt  as  well  as 
careful  consideration.  In  the  opinion  of  many  eminent  in  the  profes- 
sion of  law  and  familiar  with  the  duties  and  obligations  resting  upon 
the  Supreme  Court,  the  increase  referred  to  is  deemed  essential  to  the 
welfare  of  the  State,  To  protect  litigants  from  vexatious  and  costly 
delays  will  best  serve  the  ends  of  justice  and  promote  the  welfare  of 
the  people. 

LABOR, 

Montana  is  indebted  for  its  prosperity  not  only  to  the  lavishness  of 
Nature,  the  hardy  pioneers  who  discovered  her  treasures,  and  the 
generous  investment  of  capital,  but  also  to  the  faithful  efforts  of  those 
who  toil.  Nature,  though  generous,  is  reluctant  to  give  up  her  stores 
of  wealth,  and  her  riches  are  only  to  be  secured  by  incessant  labor. 
In  the  future,  as  in  the  past,  Montana  must  depend  upon  its  great  in- 
dustrial army  for  its  peerless  position  as  a  wealth  producer.  Laws 
which  enlarge  the  opportunities  of  labor  and  increase  the  facilities  of 
the  workingman  for  self-culture  and  beneficial  recreation  will  reflect 
the  enlightened  sentiment  of  the  State.  Upon  the  prosperity  of  labor 
rests  the  prosperity  of  the  commonwealth. 

COMMISSIONER    OF    LABOR. 

Our  Constitution  says  you  may  "provide  for  a  Bureau  of  Agricul- 
ture, Labor  and  Industry,  to  be  located  at  the  Capital,  and  be  under 
the  control  of  a  Commissioner,"  I  recommend  the  creation  of  this 
office,  to  the  end  that  such  authentic  information  as  will  be  valuable 
in  advertising  the  resources  of  the  State  may  be  collected.  All  of  us, 
I  am  sure,  have  unbounded  faith  in  the  possibilities  of  our  great  State. 
We  who  are  residents  know  of  the  wonderful  fertility  of  the  soil;  of 
the  profits  from  our  herds  of  cattle,  sheep  and  horses;  we  know  our 
mineral  wealth  to  be  far  beyond  that  of  any  State  in  the  Union.  We 
never  weary  of  singing  Montana's  praises,  for  after  we  have  ex- 
hausted our  stock  of  adjectives  we  can  truthfully  say  "the  half  hath 
not  been  told."  I  hope  we  may  soon  be  able  to  provide  for  a  system- 
atic method  of  advertising  the  resources  of   Montana;  and  when  we 
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do,  we  shall  need  to  be  fortified  with  an  array  of  statistics  which  have 
been  collected  in  a  thorough  and  methodical  manner,  bearing  the 
stamp  of  official  authority.  The  information  collated  by  such  an 
officer  would  also  prove  invaluable  to  the  intelligent  legislator. 

PINKERTON    FORCES. 

Article  III,  Section  31,  of  our  Constitution  is  as  follows:  "No 
armed  person  or  persons  or  armed  body  of  men  shall  be  brought  into 
this  State  for  the  preservation  of  the  peace  or  the  suppression  of  do- 
mestic violence,  except  upon  the  application  of  the  Legislative  Assem- 
bly, or  of  the  Governor  when  the  Legislative  Assembly  can  not  be 
convened." 

The  political  party  which  honored  me  with  the  nomination  for  the 
office  to  which  the  people  have  since  elected  me,  in  convention  assem- 
bled, pledged  itself  to  use  its  best  efforts,  through  proper  legislation, 
to  enforce  the  above  mentioned  provision.  I  feel  in  honor  bound, 
and  the  more  so  because  in  entire  harmony  with  my  sentiments,  to 
call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  this  provision  is  not  self-executing 
and  needs  legislation  to  give  it  force.  I  hope  you  will  give  the  sub- 
ject your  early  attention. 

THE    PENITENTIARY. 

I  have  no  data  at  hand  showing  the  comparative  cost  of  maintain- 
ing the  penitentiary  under  the  contract  system  of  caring  for  criminals 
with  that  under  direct  State  control.  From  a  business  standpoint  I 
argue  that  no  one  would  enter  into  contract  with  the  State  to  care  for 
its  criminals  unless  there  was  a  large  profit  to  be  made.  I  believe 
there  is  such  profit,  and  that  we  can  save  it  to  the  State  under  good 
business  management.  Economy,  however,  in  caring  for  criminals  is 
not  the  only  demand  made  by  society.  Humanitarian  principles 
should  at  all  times  enter  into  the  calculations  of  the  commonwealth  in 
considering  the  management  of  State  prisons.  For  we  must  not  for- 
get that  it  is  our  duty  to  try  to  awaken  moral  ambitions  and  higher 
purposes  in  these  men,  and  such  an  awakening  is  more  likely  to  be 
brought  about  when  the  management  is  in  the  hands  of  the  State.  I 
set  it  down  as  a  principle  that  the  State  should'  have  direct  control 
of  all  State  institutions  when  supported  from  the  public  treasury;  and 
that  this  practice  should  never  be  deviated  from,  except  in  the  event 
of  some  such  unfortunate  exigency  as  that  which  made  our  present 
course  a  necessity. 

I  therefore  recommend  that  the  penitentiary  be  placed  under  the 
direct  management  of  a  Warden,  and  that  an  appropriation  adequate 
to  meet  the  requirements  of  that  institution  be  made.  Whatever  your 
conclusions  as  to  the  best  method  of  management,  there  is  one  ques- 
tion where  there  is  no  room  for  a  difference  of  opinion,  namely:  the 
absolute  necessity  for  enlarged  quarters,  as  the  present  overcrowded 
condition  of  the  penitentiary  is  contrary  to  every  principle  laid  down 
for  the  government  of  prisons. 

THE     INSANE. 

I  have  been  unable  to  obtain  information  relative  to  the  insane  such 
as  would  warrant  me  in   making   any  recommendations   concerning 
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them  at   this  time.     Later   in  the   session  I  will  communicate  to  you 
any  suggestions  I  may  deem  it  necessary  to  make. 

PURITY    OF    THE    BALLOT. 

I  want  to  say,  with  all  the  emphasis  at  my  command,  that  questions 
affecting  the  purity  of  the  ballot  and  the  integrity  of  our  elections  de- 
mand our  best  thought  and  most  conscientious  work.  The  perpetuity 
of  our  Government  depends  upon  the  purity  of  its  source  —  the  peo- 
ple. Nothing  to-day  so  much  tends  to  corrupt  the  public  conscience 
as  bribery  —  bribery  in  almost  every  conceivable  form.  Thoughtful 
and  loyal  men  must  view  with  alarm  the  prevalence  of  venal  voting. 
Every  man  who  loves  his  country  demands  an  honest  ballot  and  an 
honest  count,  yielding  gracefully  to  the  public  will,  honestly  ex- 
pressed at  the  polls.  All  good  citizens  look  with  contempt  upon  the 
bribe-taker,  but  are  apt  to  condone  the  offense  of  the  bribe-giver. 
This  is  wrong.  There  is  but  one  safe  place,  the  penitentiary,  for  the 
bribe-giver;  and  he  who  through  intimidation  interferes  with  a  free 
and  secret  ballot  is  almost  as  great  a  criminal. 

It  is  at  all  times  the  duty  of  legislative  bodies  to  vigorously  protect 
the  electoral  rights  of  the  citizen.  I  can  conceive  of  no  more  effective 
method  to  accomplish  this  end  than  to  make  vote  buying,  fraudulent 
voting  and  the  misconduct  of  election  officers  experiments  too  dan- 
gerous to  invite  the  misdirected  energies  of  dishonest  men. 

I  recommend  to  your  earnest  consideration  the  adoption  of  rigorous 
measures  for  the  detection  and  severe  punishment  of  frauds  upon  the 
ballot,  regardless  of  the  disguises  in  which  they  may  appear.  Bribery 
will  no  longer  be  practiced  when  it  ceases  to  be  profitable,  and  this 
result  will  be  attained  when  the  man  who  would  control  elections  by 
speculating  upon  the  moral  delinquencies  of  others  realizes  that  in 
taking  such  desperate  chances  he  risks  his  personal  liberty  and  invites 
public  disgrace. 

With  bribery  practically  stamped  out,  with  the  duties  of  election 
officers  more  specifically  defined  and  the  prescribing  of  more  severe 
penalties  for  their  neglect,  with  such  changes  in  the  election  laws  as 
will  actually,  as  well  as  theoretically,  guarantee  to  the  voter  absolute 
secrecy  in  casting  his  ballot,  we  mav  rest  assured  of  having  honest 
elections,  expressive  of  the  public  will,  and  the  dav  will  have  dawned 
when  vexatious  controversies  will  cease  to  tarnish  the  fair  fame  of  the 
State. 

REGISTRATION. 

Experience  has  demonstrated  the  benefits  of  the  registration  law? 
although  it  can  with  profit  to  the  State  be  amended  so  as  to  remedy 
several  apparent  defects.  In  compelling  a  large  per  cent,  of  our  citi- 
zens to  travel  long  distances  to  register,  at  no  inconsiderable  outlay  of 
time  and  money,  the  law  works  an  evident  injustice.  It  should  be 
made  less  of  a  burden  to  the  ranchman,  the  stockman  and  the  pros- 
pector, while  affording  the  protection  of  a  complete  and  thorough 
registration.  While  a  registration  law  promotive  of  the  purity  of 
elections  should  be  maintained,  such  a  law  should  in  no  case  operate  as 
a  special  burden  upon  those  residing  in  isolated  sections  of  the  State. 
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A  few  of  the  more  important  points  which  should  be  considered  are 
as  follows: 

First,  Registry  agents  should  be  required  to  sit  within  each  and 
every  voting  precinct  within  their  districts,  at  some  convenient  point, 
giving  ample  notice  of  such  sitting.  This  will  remove  the  just  cause 
of  complaint  now  made  by  those  compelled  to  travel  long  distances 
to  register. 

Second,  Registration  should  continue  to  within  a  few  days  of  elec- 
tion, allowing  only  the  necessary  time  to  print,  revise  and  post  the 
lists. 

Third,  The  powers  of  the  County  Commissioners  in  establishing 
registration  districts  and  voting  precincts  should  be  more  rigidly  de- 
fined. No  one  can  complain  if  these  officers  are  removed  as  far  as 
possible  from  the  suspicion  of  being  controlled  by  partisan  or  other 
unworthy  motives. 

Fourth,  Some  changes  must,  in  all  fairness,  be  made  in  the  clauses 
regulating  the  registration  of  those  who  become  citizens  just  a  few 
days  preceding  the  election.  This  clause  as  it  now  stands,  taken  in 
connection  with  the  clause  closing  registration  October  15,  practically 
disfranchises  many  newly-made  citizens  and  those  who  reach  their 
majority  after  that  date. 

Fifth,  The  clauses  permitting  one  to  vote  under  certificate  should 
be  amended  so  that  when  a  voter  surrenders  his  certificate  to  the 
Tudges  of  Election,  the  Judges  should  be  compelled  to  return  it  with 
the  poll  books. 

THE    AUSTRALIAN    LAW. 

As  a  means  of  securing  independence  to  the  voter  and  freedom 
from  corrupting  influences  at  the  polls,  the  Australian  law  has  ap- 
pealed to  popular  favor  and  has  met  approval  in  many  States.  Vote 
buying  and  intimidation  have  been  greatly  checked  through  the  op- 
eration of  this  system,  yet  all  must  admit  that  human  ingenuity  can 
defeat  the  purposes  of  any  law,  however  carefully  framed,  Indorsed 
as  the  best  device  ever  suggested  to  preserve  the  purity  of  elections,  it 
becomes  our  duty  to  make  evasions  of  the  Australian  law  as  difficult 
as  possible.  Successful  efforts  have  been  made  in  various  States  to 
attain  this  end  by  simplifying  the  system,  while  maintaining  the  essen- 
tial element  of  secrecy.  As  the  purpose  of  the  law  is,  first,  to  enable 
the  voter  to  cast  his  vote  in  privacy,  uninfluenced  by  his  employer  or 
others  who  might  seek  to  control  his  action;  and,  second,  to  prevent 
the  unprincipled  voter  from  giving  any  evidence  or  assurance  that  he 
had  carried  out  any  terms  of  a  bargain  made  in  advance,  the  necessity 
for  amending  our  present  law  becomes  apparent. 

I  would  recommend  such  changes  in  the  ballot  as  will  place  the 
name  of  party  candidates  in  separate  columns,  and  thus  enable  the 
voter,  with  one  mark,  to  Vote  his  entire  party  ticket,  if  he  so  desires; 
at  the  same  time  leaving  him  the  privilege  of  marking  it  in  detail,  as 
at  present,  I  would  eliminate  those  features  which  make  possible  the 
collusion  of  the  Judges  of  Election  with  interested  parties.  The  use 
of  printed  cards  and  sample  ballots  in  many  localities  leads  to  the 
open  violation  of  the  essential  principle  of  the   law,  by  enabling  the 
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Judges  to  keep  a  close  check  on  the  action  of  the  voter.  The  remedy 
for  this  lies  in  drawing  the  cloak  of  secrecy  still  closer  around  the 
voter.  Under  no  circumstances  or  conditions  (except  blindness  or 
other  physical  disability)  should  the  Judges  be  permitted  to  mark  a 
ballot,  or  become  in  any  way  a  party  to  the  action  of  the  voter,  either 
with  or  without  his  consent.  The  simplification  of  the  ballot,  as  sug- 
gested, will  render  it  a  matter  of  comparative  ease  for  the  most  illit- 
erate voter  to  mark  his  ballot.  Not  only  should  the  voter  be  com- 
pelled to  mark  his  own  ballot,  but  it  should  be  made  a  crime  for  any 
Judge  or  other  officer  of  election  to  seek  to  ascertain  what  the  voter's 
action  has  been. 

THE    GOVERNOR'S    SUCCESSOR. 

Article  VII,  Section  16,  of  our  Constitution  reads  as  follows:  "  In 
case  of  the  failure  to  qualify  in  his  office,  death,  resignation,  absence 
from  the  State,  impeachment,  conviction  of  felony  or  infamous  crime, 
or  disqualification  from  any  cause,  of  both  the  Governor  and  Lieuten- 
ant-Governor, the  duties  of  the  Governor  shall  devolve  upon  the 
President  pro  te?npore  of  the  Senate,  until  such  disqualification  of 
either  the  Governor  or  Lieutenant-Governor  be  removed,  or  the  va- 
cancy filled,  and  if  the  President  pro  tempore  of  the  Senate,  for  any 
of  the  above  named  causes,  shall  become  incapable  of  performing  the 
duties  of  Governor,  the  same  shall  devolve  upon  the  Speaker  of  the 
House," 

In  Article  V,  Section  6,  we  find  the  following  sentence:  uThe 
term  of  service  of  the  members  thereof  [the  Legislative  Assembly] 
shall  begin  the  next  day  after  their  election,  until  otherwise  provided 
by  law." 

As  we  have  not  had  any  legislative  enactment  on  this  subject,  the 
constitutional  provision  still  stands.  Hence,  it  is  clear  that  the  term 
of  office  of  the  President  pro  tempore  of  the  Senate  and  the  Speaker 
of  the  House  expires  the  day  after  their  respective  successors  are 
elected.  And,  when  it  happens,  as  it  did  in  the  recent  election,  that 
both  are  succeeded,  there  is  evidently  a  vacancy  in  both  offices.  In 
such  an  event  the  query  arises,  upon  whom  would  the  duties  of  Gov- 
ernor devolve,  should  both  he  and  the  Lieutenant-Governor  be  absent 
from  the  State,  or  if  both  of  them  for  any  reason  be  disqualified?  I 
deem  this  of  so  much  importance  as  to  merit  your  consideration.  It 
now  appears  to  me  that  the  shortest  and  most  direct  way  of  providing 
for  such  an  emergency  would  be  to  enact  that  the  term  of  service  of 
the  members  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  shall  not  expire  until  the 
day  their  successors  convene  in  regular  biennial  session.  In  fact,  this 
seems  to  me  the  most  natural  and  practical  term  of  service. 

THE    NATIONAL    GUARD. 

I  feel  a  deep  interest  in  the  maintenance  and  prosperity  of  our 
National  Guard,  J  believe  in  them  and  shall  always  be  proud  to 
champion  their  cause.  I  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  go  into  any  ex- 
tended argument  to  convince  you  of  the  great  importance  of  this  de- 
partment; its  necessity  is  conceded  by  all  intelligent  statesmen,  Our 
Constitution  says  the  State  shall  maintain  a  State  Militia,  and  makes 
it  our  duty  to  provide  for  its  maintenance.     The  experience  of  older 
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States  teaches  the  wisdom  and  necessity  of  providing  liberally  for  this 
branch  of  service.  In  its  personnel  we  find  the  banker,  the  farmer, 
the  miner,  the  mechanic  and  the  professional  man,  thus  representing 
all  classes  of  our  citizens,  all  actuated  by  an  intense  patriotism  to  serve 
the  State.  Experience  shows  that  no  State  can  afford  to  neglect  the 
militia;  their  services  may  be  required  when  we  least  expect  it.  Let 
us  be  wise  and  extend  such  aid  and  encouragement  in  time  of  peace  as 
to  show  our  appreciation  of  their  efforts  to  make  themselves  efficient, 
should  the  necessity  arise  for  active  service. 

In  what  I  have  said  I  hope  no  one  will  think  I  favor  extravagance 
here  more  than  in  any  other  department,  but  realizing,  as  I  do,  some- 
thing of  the  necessity  for  supporting  an  efficient  State  Militia,  I  say 
unhesitatingly  that  our  citizen  soldiery  deserves  liberal  treatment  at 
your  hands. 

Our  military  code  provides  for  an  annual  encampment,  but  none 
has  been  held  since  1889,  owing  to  the  failure  of  the  Legislature  to 
make  an  appropriation  for  that  purpose.  The  Adjutant  General  says 
in  his  report  on  this  subject:  "I  believe  it  to  be  absolutely  essential 
to  the  proper  and  successful  conduct  of  the  National  Guard  of  the 
State,  it  being  extremely  difficult,  if  not  actually  impossible,  to  keep 
the  men  together  and  preserve  the  proper  military  spirit  and  discipline 
without  such  encampment." 

Under  an  act  of  Congress  providing  for  the  disposition  of  the 
abandoned  Fort  Ellis  reservation,  the  State  Board  of  Land  Commis- 
sioners filed  on  six  hundred  and  forty  (640)  acres  for  a  permanent 
militia  camp  ground.  This  is  centrally  located  and  easy  of  access.  I 
do  most  earnestly  recommend  that  you  make  such  an  appropriation  as 
will  insure  an  annual  encampment. 

SILVER. 

The  failure  of  Congress  to  legislate  in  the  interests  of  the  white 
metal,  as  demanded  by  the  silver-producing  States,  and  to  place  it 
upon  its  proper  footing,  has  injuriously  affected  the  mining  industry, 
and  consequently  all  the  industries  of  this  State.  Restless  under  the 
infliction  of  a  wrong,  it  becomes  the  duty  of  every  good  citizen,  re- 
gardless of  his  political  affiliations,  to  seek  to  right  it.  To  this  end  I 
would  recommend  that  we  memorialize  Congress,  praying  for  the 
early  consideration  of  a  free  coinage  bill,  and  further  recommend  the 
creation  of  a  joint  committee  to  prepare  arguments  and  compile  facts 
to  sustain  the  position. 

THE  CODE. 

I  doubt  if  anything  of  so  much  importance  will  come  before  you  as 
the  consideration  of  the  new  Code,  for  it  directly  concerns  every  one 
of  our  constituents.  I  will  not  assume  to  be  familiar  with  it,  but  I  am 
acquainted  with  each  member  of  the  Code  Commission,  and  risk 
nothing  in  saying  that  they  are  the  peers  of  any  in  the  knowledge  of 
law,  and  are  highly  respected  wherever  known.  I  prefer  to  accept 
the  work  of  such  eminently  qualified  men,  than  trust  to  my  own  judg- 
ment in  this  field  of  labor.  I  am  not  unmindful,  however,  that  some 
objections  are  made  to  portions  of  the  Code,  and  some  of  these  ob- 
jections are  entitled  to  consideration.     I  must  point  out  the  danger  of 
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attempting  to  revise  it  before  adoption,  lest  in  the  effort  you  destroy 
its  harmony.  It  is  my  opinion  that  the  safer  and  better  way  would 
be  to  adopt  it  as  a  whole,  before  any  revision  is  attempted  or  any 
amendments  are  made.  If  you  will  carefully  read  the  report  of  the 
Commission  before  taking  any  action  you  will  be  able  to  act  more  un- 
derstandingly  upon  the  Code, 

WORLD'S    COLUMBIAN    EXPOSITION. 

I  am  firmly  convinced  that  the  World's  Columbian  Exposition,  to 
be  opened  in  Chicago  in  a  few  months,  will  afford  Montana  the  de- 
sired opportunity  to  make  her  marvelous  resources  known  to  the 
whole  world.  Practically  at  our  very  door  will  be  gathered  together 
the  brightest  representatives  from  every  foreign  nation,  and  millions 
of  Americans.  Many  thousands  of  these  people  will  be  seeking  a  field 
for  investment,  and  as  many  more  seeking  information  to  guide  them 
in  the  selection  of  future  homes  in  the  great  West. 

It  was  the  purpose  of  the  last  Legislature  that  our  State  should 
avail  itself  of  so  favorable  an  opportunity  to  place  before  the  world 
convincing  proofs  of  our  claim  that  Montana  is  the  most  profitable 
field  for  capital  and  labor  to  be  found  in  the  entire  Northwest.  Hence 
an  appropriation  of  $50,000  was  made  to  meet  expenses  incident  to 
the  preliminary  work.  In  the  work  already  accomplished  by  the 
Board  of  Managers,  in  providing  for  a  display  creditable  to  the  State, 
nearly  all  of  the  original  appropriation  has  been  expended.  To  utilize 
the  investment  made  and  to  insure  the  success  of  the  Montana  exhibit, 
an  additional  appropriation  of  a  reasonable  sum  will  be  required.  In 
placing  but  $50,000  at  the  disposal  of  the  Board  of  Managers  to  carry 
on  a  work  of  such  magnitude,  it  was  the  evident  intent  of  the  former 
Legislature  that  their  successors  should  supplement  that  appropriation 
with  such  additional  sums  as  might  be  deemed  necessary  to  the  success 
of  an  undertaking,  the  expenses  of  which  could  not  be  correctly  es- 
timated in  advance. 

The  exhibits  are  now  mostly  in  the  hands  of  the  Board,  and  they 
will  with  mute  eloquence  proclaim  the  unlimited  wealth  of  our  mines 
and  the  fertility  of  our  soil.  The  minerals  collected  from  the  Coun- 
ties of  Fergus,  Meagher,  Park,  Cascade,  Missoula,  Silver  Bow,  Deer 
Lodge,  Lewis  and  Clarke,  Madison,  Beaverhead,  Jefferson  and  Cho- 
teau  embrace  nearly  all  known  varieties.  They  will  call  the  attention 
of  the  world  to  the  vast  deposits  of  our  minerals.  The  agricultural, 
horticultural  and  botanical  exhibits  will  enlighten  observers  as  to  the 
productiveness  of  our  soil,  and  will  undoubtedly  result  in  a  large  im- 
migration to  our  State, 

Colorado,  Kansas  and  other  States  interested  in  attracting  public 
attention  to  their  resources,  reaped  unmeasured  benefits  from  elaborate 
displays  at  the  Centennial  Exposition  in  1876.  I  know  that  every 
dollar  so  spent  came  back  fourfold  in  the  settlement  of  vacant  lands 
and  the  rapid  growth  of  towns. 

Montana's  opportunity  has  now  presented  itself  to  duplicate  those 
successes,  and  to  establish  a  reputation  throughout  the  world.  I 
therefore  recommend  the  appointment  of  a  joint  committee  to  confer 
with    the    Board    of    Managers,   with   a   view    to    ascertaining    what 
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amount  will  be  necessary  to  meet  their  requirements,  and  to  assure 
Montana  a  creditable  display.  The  reports  of  Hon.  Stephen  DeWolf, 
President  of  the  Board,  and  that  of  Hon.  Walter  M.  Bickford,  Exec- 
utive Commissioner,  are  now  in  the  Executive  Office,  and  will  be 
transmitted  to  you. 


CONCLUSION. 


In  conclusion,  gentlemen,  allow  me  to  express  the  earnest  wish  that 
your  deliberations  during  this  session  may  be  conducted  with  wisdom 
and  harmony.  I  shall  indulge  the  hope  that  at  the  close  of  the  session 
you  may  return  to  your  constituents  with  the  proud  satisfaction  of 
having  faithfully  and  conscientiously  discharged  every  known  dutv.

The  Speaker  in  the  chair. 
Roll  called — Quorum  present. 
Prayer  by  the  Chaplain, 

Journal  of  the  fourth  day  read  and  approved. 

Bach,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Rules,  made  the  following 
report : 

Rules  of  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State  of 
Montana — Third  Legislative  Session. 


MEETING,  QUORUM,  PRIVILEGES,  ETC. 

i.  Time  of  Meeting — The  hour  for  the  meeting  of  the  House  shall  be  at  10 
o'clock  A.  M.,  unless  the  House  directs  otherwise. 

2.  Roll  Call,  Quorum,  Etc. — Before  proceeding  to  business,  the  roll  of  the 
members  of  the  House  shall  be  called,  and  the  names  of  those  present  and  ab- 
sent shall  be  entered  on  the  journal.  A  majority  of  all  the  members  elected 
shall  be  present  to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business;  a 
smaller  number,  however,  can  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  shall  have  power 
to  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members. 

3.  Members  Shall  Be  Present — No  member  or  officer  of  the  House,  unless 
from  illness  or  other  cause  he  shall  be  unable  to  attend,  shall  absent  himself 
from  the  sessions  of  the  House  during  an  entire  day  without  first  having  ob- 
tained a  leave  of  absence. 

4.  Who  May  Be  Admitted  to  the  Floor — Persons  of  the  following  classes, 
and  no  others,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  floor  of  the  House  during  the  session 
thereof,  viz.:  All  State  and  Legislative  officers,  members  of  the  late  Constitu- 
tional Convention,  ex-members  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  members  of 
Congress,  Judges  of  the  Courts,  all  editors  of  newspapers  within  the  State,  re- 
porters for  the  press,  contestants  for  seats  in  the  House  and  such  other  persons 
as  the  Speaker  may  invite. 

5.  Disturbance  in  Lobby — Whenever  any  disturbance  or  disorderly  con- 
duct shall  occur  in  the  lobby  or  gallery,  the  Speaker  (or  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  of  the  Whole)  shall  have  power  to  cause  the  same  to  be  cleared  of 
all  persons,  except  members  and  officers  of  the  House. 

6.  General  Duties  of  the  Speaker — It  shall  be  the  general  duty  of  the 
Speaker: 

To  open  the  session  at  the  time  to  which  the  House  is  adjourned  by  taking 
the  chair  and  calling  the  members  to  order.

To  announce  the  business  before  the  House  in  the  order  in  which  it  is  to  be 
acted  upon. 

To  receive  and  submit,  in  the  proper  manner,  all  motions  and  propositions 
presented  by  the  members. 

To  put  to  vote  all  questions  which  are  regularly  moved,  or  which  neces- 
sarily arise  in  the  course  of  proceedings,  and  to  announce  the  result. 

To  restrain  the  members,  when  engaged  in  debate,  within  the  rules  of  order. 

To  enforce  on  all  occasions  the  observance  of  order  and  decorum  among  the 
members. 

To  inform  the  House,  when  necessary,  or  when  referred  to  for  that  purpose, 
in  a  point  or  order  of  practice. 

To  receive  messages  and  other  communications  from  other  branches  of  the 
government  and  announce  them  to  the   House. 

To  authenticate  by  his  signature,  when  necessary,  all  the  acts,  orders  and 
privileges  of  the  House. 

To  name  the  members  —  when  directed  to  do  so  in  a  particular  case,  or  when 
it  is  part  of  his  general  duty  by  these  rules  —  who  are  to  serve  on  committees, 
and  in  general. 

To  represent  and  stand  for  the  House,  declaring  its  will  and  in  all  things 
obeying  its  commands.  Every  officer  of  the  House  is  subordinate  to  the 
Speaker,  and  in  all  that  relates  to  the  prompt  and  correct  discharge  of  official 
duty  is  under  his  supervision. 

7.  Points  of  Order  and  Appeals  —  The  Speaker  shall  preserve  order  and 
decorum;  may  speak  to  points  of  order  in  preference  of  others,  rising  from 
his  seat  for  that  purpose;  and  he  shall  decide  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an 
appeal  to  the  House  by  any  member,  on  which  appeal  no  member  shall  speak 
more  than  once,  unless  by  leave  of  the  House.  On  an  appeal  being  taken  the 
question  shall  be:  "  Shall  the  decision  of  the  Chair  stand  as  the  judgment  of 
the  House?"  which  question,  and  the  action  of  the  House  thereon,  shall  be 
entered  on  the  Journal. 

8.  Temporary  Speaker — The  Speaker  may  call  a  member  to  the  chair,  but 
such  substitution  shall  not  extend  beyond  an  adjournment. 

9.  Speaker  Pro  Tempore — In  the  absence  of  the  Speaker  from  the  House, 
the  Speaker  pro  tern,  shall  exercise  all  the  duties  and  functions  of  the  Speaker. 

In  the  absence  of  the  Speaker  and  Speaker  pro  tern,  the  House  shall  elect  a 
temporary  Speaker,  whose  office  shall  cease  upon  the  return  of  the  Speaker  or 
Speaker  pro  tern. 

10.  Speaker  Shall  Vote  —  The  Speaker  shall  vote  on  a  call  for  the  ayes  and 
noes,  and  his  name  shall  be  recorded  with  those  of  the  other  members. 

11.  Duties  of  the  Clerk  —  The  Chief  Clerk  shall  keep  a  correct  journal  of 
the  daily  proceedings  of  the  House  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be 
assigned  to  him ;  he  shall  superintend  the  recording  of  the  journals  of  pro- 
ceedings, the  engrossing,  enrolling,  transcribing  and  copying  of  bills,  resolu- 
tions, etc.;  shall  permit  no  records  or  papers  belonging  to  the  House  to  be 
taken  out  of  his  custody,  otherwise  than  in  the  regular  course  of  business; 
shall  report  any  missing  papers  to  the  notice  of  the  Speaker;  and  generally 
shall  perform,  under  the  direction  of  the  Speaker,  all  the  duties  pertaining  to 
his  office  as  Clerk. 

12.  Clerk  May  Correct-  Certain  Errors  —  The  Chief  Clerk  and  his  en- 
grossing clerks,  in  all  proper  cases,  shall  correct  any  mere  clerical  error  in  any 
House  bill,  memorial  or  resolution,  such  as  errors  in  orthography,  or  the  use 
of  one  word  for  another,  as  "  affect  "  for  "  effect,"  "  previous  "  for  "  previously," 
and  the  like;  and  also  all  mistakes  in  numbering  the  sections  and  references 
thereto,  whether  such  mistakes  occur  in  the  original  bill  or  are  caused  by 
amendments  made  thereto:  Provided,  such  corrections  shall  not  be  made 
after  engrossment,  except  by  an  order  of  the  House;  and  provided  further, 
that  all  such  corrections  shall  be  reported  to  the  Speaker.  But  no  corrections 
other  than  such  as  are  authorized  by  this  rule  shall  be  made  at  any  time  by 
the  Clerk  or  his  assistants,  unless  upon  the  order  of  the  House. 

On  questions  of  orthography,  Webster's  Unabridged  Dictionary  shall  be 
taken  as  the  standard. 

13.  Signing  of  Acts,  Etc. —  All  acts,  addresses  and  resolutions  shall  be 
signed  by  the  Speaker,  in  the  presence  of  the   House,  and   all  warrants,  writs 
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and  subpoenas    issued  by  order    of    the   House  shall  be  under  his  hand  and 
attested  by  the  Clerk. 

14.  Duties  of  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  —  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Sergeant- 
at-Arms  to  execute  all  orders  of  the  Speaker  of  the  House,  or  of  the  House, 
and  to  perform  all  the  duties  they  may  assign  to  him  connected  with  the  police 
and  good  order  of  the  House  chamber;  to  exercise  a  supervision  over  the  in- 
gress and  egress  of  all  persons  to  and  from  the  chamber;  to  see  that  mes- 
sages, etc.,  are  promptly  executed;  that  the  chamber  is  properly  ventilated  and 
is  open  for  the  use  of  the  members  of  the  house  from  8  A.  M.  until  11  P.  M., 
and  at  such  other  times  as  the  Speaker  may  direct;  and  to  perform  all  other 
services  pertaining  to  the  office  of  Sergeant-at-Arms. 

15.  Standing  Committees — Standing  committees,  consisting  of  three,  five 
or  seven  members  each,  at  the  option  of  the  Speaker,  shall  be  appointed  on  the 
following  subjects: 

1.  Way  and  Means. 

2.  Judiciary. 

3.  Appropriations  and  Claims. 

4.  Privileges  and  Elections. 

5.  Agriculture  and  Stock  Growing. 

6.  Education. 

7.  Mines  and  Minerals. 

8.  Towns,  Counties  and  Highways. 

9.  Incorporations  and  Manufactures. 

10.  Military  Affairs. 

11.  Federal  Relations. 

12.  Internal  Improvements. 

13.  Public  Lands. 

14.  Water  Rights  and  Irrigation. 

15.  State  Boards  and  Officers. 

16.  Labor. 

17.  Apportionment  and  Representation. 

18.  Railroads  and  Transportation 

19.  State  Institutions. 

20.  Game  and  Fish. 

21.  Affairs  of  Cities. 

22.  Rules  and  Joint  Rules. 

23.  Immigration. 

24.  Printing. 

25.  Engrossment. 

26.  Enrollment. 

16.  Majority  and  Minority  Reports — In  case  all  the  members  of  any  com- 
mittee required  or  entitled  to  report  on  any  subject  referred  to  them  cannot 
agree  upon  a  report,  the  majority  and  minority  of  such  committee  may  each 
make  a  separate  report;  and  any  member  dissenting  in  whole  or  in  part  from 
the  reasonings  or  conclusions  of  both  the  majority  and  minority,  may  also 
present  to  the  House  a  statement  of  his  reasoning  and  conclusions;  and  all  re- 
ports, if  decorous  in  language  and  respectful  to  the  House,  shall  be  entered  at 
length  on  the  Journal,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  House. 

17.  Title  of  Bill  to  Be  Recited — Every  committee,  in  reporting  upon  any 
bill  or  memorial,  shall  recite  at  length,  in  their  report,  the  title  of  such  bill 
or  memorial,  as  well  as  the  number  thereof. 

18.  Absence  of  Committees — No  committee  shall  absent  themselves  by 
reason  of  their  appointment,  during  the  sitting  of  the  House,  without  special 
leave,  except  Committees  of  Conference,  Engrossment  or  Enrollment. 

19.  Judiciary  Committee — The  Judiciary  Committee  shall  examine  and 
correct  the  bills  which  are  referred  to  it,  for  the  purpose  of  avoiding  repetition 
and  unconstitutional  provisions,  insuring  accuracy  in  the  text  and  reference 
and  consistency  with  existing  statutes;  provided,  that  any  change  in  the  sense 
or  legal  effect  or  any  material  change  in  the  construction  shall  be  reported  to 
the  House  as  an  amendment. 

20.  Engrossment  of  Bills — Whenever  a  House  Bill,  which  is  fairly  written, 
without  interlineation  or  erasure,  is  ordered  to  be  engrossed  for  a  third  read- 
ing, without  amendment,  the  Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills  may  report  such 
bill  back  to  the  House  as  an  engrossed  bill. 
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21.  Enrollment  of  Bills — The  Committee  on  Enrollment  shall  not  report 
any  bill  as  correctly  enrolled  that  has  any  words  interlined  therein,  or  when 
any  words  have  been  erased  therefrom. 

22.  When  Committee  on  Enrollment  May  Report — It  shall  be  in  order  for 
the  Committee  on  Enrollment  to  report  at  any  time,  except  when  questions  are 
being  called,  or  a  call  of  the  House  is  being  had. 

23.  Concerning  Substitutes  and  Amendments — No  standing  or  select  com- 
mittee, or  any  member  thereof,  shall  report  any  "substitute"  or  "amendment," 
for  any  bill  or  bills,  or  resolution,  referred  to  such  committee,  which  substitute 
or  amendment  relates  to  a  different  subject,  or  is  intended  to  accomplish  a 
different  purpose  than  that  of  the  original  bill  or  resolution  for  which  it  is 
reported,  or  which,  if  adopted  or  passed,  would  require  a  title  essentially  differ- 
ent from  the  title  of  the  original  bill  or  resolution;  and  any  substitute  bill  or 
resolution  so  reported,  shall  be  rejected  whenever  the  House  is  advised  that 
the  same  is  a  violation  of  this  rule.     This  rule  shall  not  be  suspended. 

24.  Prohibiting  "Riders" — No  motion  or  proposition  on  a  subject  different 
from  that  under  consideration  shall  be  admitted  under  color  of  amendment, 
and  no  bill  or  resolution  shall  at  any  time  be  amended  by  annexing  thereto  or 
incorporating  therein  any  other  bill  or  resolution  pending  before  the  House. 
This  rule  shall  not  be  suspended. 

25.  Order  of  Business — The  first  business  of  each  day's  session  shall  be  the 
reading  of  the  Journal  of  the  preceding  day,  and  the  correction  of  any  errors 
that  may  be  found  to  exist  therein,  after  which  the  order  of  business  shall  be 
as  follows: 

1.  Prayer  by  the  Chaplain. 

2.  Presentation  of  Petitions. 

3.  Notices. 

4.  Reports  of  Standing  Committees. 

5.  Reports  of  Select  Committees. 

6.  Introduction  of  Bills. 

7.  Motions  and  Resolutions. 

8.  Reading  of  House  Bills,  Resolutions  and  Memorials. 

9.  Consideration  of  Messages  from  the  Governor  or  Senate. 
10.  Third  Reading  of  House  Bills. 

11      Third  Reading  of  Senate  Bills. 

12.  Consideration  of  the  General  Orders. 

13.  Unfinished  Business. 

26.  Presentation  of  Petitions,  Etc. — Petitions,  memorials,  communications 
and  other  papers  addressed  to  the  House  shall  be  presented  by  a  member  in 
his  place;  a  brief  statement  of  the  contents  thereof  shall  be  made  verbally  and 
endorsed  thereon,  together  with  his  name,  by  the  member  introducing  the 
same. 

27.  Introduction  of  Resolutions — Any  member  offering  a  resolution  in  the 
House  may  read  the  same  in  his  place  before  sending  it  to  the  Chair.  It  shall 
then  be  read  by  the  Clerk  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  House;  and  when 
so  read,  or  upon  the  reading  being  dispensed  with,  shall  be  considered  before 
the  House ;  but  it  shall  not  be  acted  upon  by  the  House  the  same  day  on  which 
it  is  offered,  without  leave. 

28.  Notice  of  Introduction — All  bills  and  resolutions  offered  in  the  House 
by  any  member  or  committee  shall  be  endorsed  by  the  member  or  committee 
offering  the  same,  and  no  bill  shall  be  introduced  except  after  one  day's  pre- 
vious notice  of  the  bill  by  its  title,  unless  by  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present. 

29.  First  and  Second  Reading — The  first  reading  of  the  bill  shall  be  for  in- 
formation, and  if  objection  be  made  to  it  the  question  shall  be,  "Shall  the  bill 
be  rejected?"  If  no  objection  be  made,  or  the  question  to  reject  be  lost,  the 
bill  shall  go  to  its  second  reading  without  further  question. 

30.  Two  Readings  Before  Commitment — No  bill  or  resolution  that  requires 
three  readings  shall  be  committed  or  amended  until  it  shall  have  been  twice 
read;  and  all  joint  resolutions  which  shall  require  the  signature  of  the  Gov- 
ernor shall  take  the  same  course  as  to  their  reading  as  in  the  case  of  bills,  un- 
less otherwise  ordered  by  the  House. 

31.  Reference  of  Bills,  Etc. — On  the  second  reading  every  bill  or  memorial 
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requiring  three  readings  shall  be  referred  to  an  appropriate  standing  commit- 
tee, which  shall  be  announced  by  the  Speaker,  unless  the  House,  on  motion, 
make  a  different  order  in  relation  thereto.  This  rule  shall  apply  as  well  to 
bills  and  memorials  originating  in  the  Senate,  as  to  those  originating  in  the 
House;  but  bills  reported  by  joint  committee  shall  be  accepted. 

32.  Printing  of  House  Bills  —  All  House  bills,  after  their  second  reading, 
shall  be  printed  and  then  referred  to  an  appropriate  committee  without  a  spe- 
cial order  from  the  House:  Provided,  That  under  no  circumstances  shall  any 
bill  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  printer,  but  a  true  copy  thereof  shall  be 
made,  under  the  direction  of  the  Printing  Committee,  and  forthwith  by  that 
committee  delivered  to  the  printer,  with  instructions  to  print  a  sufficient  num- 
ber of  copies  thereof  and  return  the  same  without  delay. 

33.  Reading  of  Memorials  —  If  the  House  shall  dispense  with  the  printing 
of  any  memorial,  such  memorial  shall  be  read  at  length  at  least  once  before  its 
final  passage,  and  this  rule  shall  not  be  suspended  without  the  unanimous  con- 
sent of  the  House. 

34.  Reading  of  Appropriation  Bills  —  The  second  and  third  readings  of 
bills  appropriating  money  shall  be  at  length,  and  a  suspension  of  this  rule  shall 
not  be  made  without  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  House. 

35.  Concerning  Reading  Generally  —  Every  bill  shall  receive  three  several 
readings  previous  to  its  passage,  but  no  bill  shall  recive  its  second  and  third 
readings  on  the  same  day,  and  no  bill  shall  receive  its  third  reading  that  has 
not  been  referred  to  a  committee  of  the  House,  or  a  joint  committee  of  the 
Senate  and  House.  All  bills,  memorials  or  joint  resolutions  on  their  second 
reading,  unless  otherwise  provided  in  these  rules,  shall  be  read  by  their  titles. 

36.  General  Orders  —  Bills  referred  to  committees  and  reported  back  by 
them,  bills  originating  with  and  reported  by  committees,  shall  constitute  the 
"general  orders."  Bills  in  the  general  orders  shall  be  arranged  therein  by  the 
Clerk  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  reported,  or  referred  thereto  as  aforesaid, 
and  shall  be  considered  in  the  same  order,  unless  the  House  shall  direct  other- 
wise. 

37.  Procedure  in  General  Orders — The  business  of  the  general  orders 
shall  be  taken  up  in  the  following  manner,  viz.:  The  Clerk  shall  announce 
the  title  of  each  bill  or  other  matter  as  it  shall  be  reached  in  its  order,  where- 
upon it  shall  be  taken  up  upon  the  call  of  any  member,  without  the  putting  of 
a  question  therefor,  but  if  not  so  moved  it  shall  lose  its  precedence  for  the 
day.  And  whenever  three  bills  have  been  thus  moved  the  House  shall  go 
into  Committee  of  the  Whole  upon  them  without  further  order,  but  no  bill  or 
other  matter  shall  be  taken  out  of  its  order  except  by  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present. 

38.  Business  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  —  All  bills,  resolutions,  me- 
morials, etc.,  requiring  the  approval  of  the  Governor,  shall,  after  the  second 
reading,  be  considered  by  the  House  in  Committee  of  the  Whole  before  they 
shall  be  take  up  and  considered  by  the  House. 

39.  Addressing  the  Speaker  —  When  a  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate 
or  deliver  any  matter  to  the  House  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and  respectfully 
address  the  Chair  thus,  "  Mr.  Speaker,"  and  stand  until  recognized  by  the 
Chair,  and  shall  confine  himself  to  the  question  under  debate  and  avoid  per- 
sonality. 

40.  Speaker  to  Decide  Who  Has  the  Floor — -When  two  or  more  members 
shall  rise  at  the  same  time  the  Speaker  shall  name  the  person  who  is  to  speak 
first. 

41.  Order  in  Speaking  —  When  a  member  is  called  to  order  he  shall  sit 
down  and  not  speak,  except  in  explanation,  until  it  shall  have  been  determined 
whether  he  is  in  order  or  not.  And  if  a  member  be  called  to  order  for  words 
spoken  the  exceptional  words  shall  be  taken  down  in  writing,  that  the  Speaker 
and  the  House  may  be  better  able  to  adjudge  the  question. 

42.  Speaking  More  Than  Twice,  or  Out  of  Place,  Prohibited  —  No  member 
shall  speak  except  in  his  Place,  nor  more  than  twice  on  any  question,  except 
on  leave  of  the  House. 

43.  Order  During  Debate  —  While  the  Speaker  is  addressing  the  House,  or 
putting  a  question,  no  member  shall  cross  the  floor,  nor  leave  the  House,  norr 
while  a  member  is  speaking,  walk  between  him  and  the  Chair. 
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44.  Precedence  in  Motions  —  When  a  question  is  under  debate  no  motion 
shall  be  received,  except  — 

1.  To  adjourn. 

2.  For  the  previous  question. 

3.  To  la}-  on  the  table. 

4.  To  postpone  indefinitely. 

5.  To  postpone  to  a  day  certain. 

6.  To  commit. 

7.  To  amend. 

And  these  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they 
stand  arranged  in  this  rule. 

45.  Motion  to  Strike  Out  Enacting  Clause —  A  motion  to  strike  out  the 
enacting  clause  of  a  House  bill  shall  be  considered  equivalent  to  a  motion  to 
indefinitely  postpone. 

46.  Concerning  Speaking  Twice  —  If  a  question  pending  be  lost  by  ad- 
journment and  revived  on  the  succeeding  day,  no  member  who  shall  have 
spoken  twice  on  the  preceding  day  shall  be  permitted  to  again  speak  without 
leave  of  the  House. 

47.  Motions  Decided  Without  Debate  —  All  incidental  questions  of  order 
arising  after  an  undebatable  motion  is  made,  and  pending  such  motion,  shall 
be  decided,  whether  on  appeal  or  otherwise,  without  debate. 

48.  Motions  Not  to  Be  Renewed  —  A  motion  to  postpone  to  a  day  certain, 
to  commit,  or  to  postpone  indefinitely,  being  decided,  shall  not  again  be  al- 
lowed on  the  same  day  and  at  the  same  stage  of  the  bill  or  proposition. 

49.  Motions,  How  Stated  —  When  a  motion  is  made  it  shall  be  stated  by 
the  Speaker  or  read  by  the  Clerk  previous  to  debate.  If  any  member  require 
it,  all  motions  (except  to  adjourn,  postpone  or  commit)  shall  be  reduced  to 
writing.  And  any  motion  may  be  withdrawn,  by  consent  of  the  House,  before 
division  or  amendment. 

50.  Questions,  How  Put — All  questions  shall  be  put  in  this  form:  "Those 
who  are  of  opinion  (as  the  case  may  be)  say  Aye.  Those  of  contrary  opinion 
say  No."     In  all  doubtful  cases  any  member  may  call  for  a  division. 

51.  Ayes  and  Noes,  When  Taken  —  The  ayes  and  noes  shall  not  be  taken 
unless  demanded  by  two  members,  except  on  the  final  passage  of  bills,  joint 
resolutions,  and  resolutions  making  appropriations  of  money,  in  which  case 
the  ayes  and  noes  shall  be  called  without  demand. 

52.  Members  to  Vote  Unless  Excused  —  Every  member  present  when  a 
question  is  put,  when  his  name  is  called,  shall  vote,  unless  the  House  shall, 
for  special  cause,  excuse  him. 

53.  Division  of  a  Question  —  Any  member  may  call  for  the  division  of  a 
question,  which  shall  be  divided  if  it  comprehend  propositions  in  substance  so 
distinct  that,  one  being  taken  away,  a  substantial  proposition  shall  remain  for 
the  decision  of  the  House.  A  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  shall  be  deemed 
indivisible,  but  a  motion  to  strike  out  being  lost  shall  not  preclude  either  an 
amendment  or  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert. 

54.  Committal  of  Papers  —  Bills,  reports  and  motions  may  be  committed  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  House. 

55.  Filling  Blanks  —  In  filling  blanks  the  largest  sum  and  the  longest  time 
shall  be  first  put. 

56.  Tie  Vote  —  In  all  cases  where  the  House  is  equally  divided  the  question 
shall  be  lost. 

57.  Reconsideration  —  When  a  motion  or  question  shall  have  been  once  de- 
termined, either  in  the  affirmative  or  negative,  it  shall  always  be  in  order  for 
any  member  of  the  majority,  or,  where  the  House  is'  evenly  divided,  for  any 
member  who  voted  in  the  negative,  to  move  for  a  reconsideration  thereof,  on 
the  same  or  the  succeeding  day. 

58.  No  Question  to  Be  Twice  Reconsidered  —  When  a  motion  for  recon- 
sideration is  decided  that  decision  shall  not  be  reconsidered,  nor  shall  any  vote 
be  reconsidered  upon  either  of  the  following  motions: 

1.  To  adjourn. 

2.  To  lay  on  the  table. 

3.  To  take  from  the  table,  or 

4.  For  the  previous  question. 
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59.  Order  in  Calling  Ayes  and  Noes  —  No  member  or  other  person  shall 
visit  or  remain  at  the  Clerk's  table  while  the  ayes  and  noes  are  being  called. 

CALL    OF   THE    HOUSE. 

60.  Any  ten  members  may  make  a  call  of  the  House  and  require  absent 
members  to  be  sent  for,  but  a  call  of  the  House  cannot  be  made  after  the  vote 
has  commenced. 

61.  On  a  call  of  the  House  being  moved,  the  Speaker  shall  say:  "It  re- 
quiring ten  members  to  order  a  call  of  the  House,  those  in  favor  of  the  call 
will  rise,"  and  if  ten  or  more  shall  rise  the  call  shall  be  thereby  ordered. 

62.  A  call  of  the  House  being  ordered,  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  shall  close 
the  doors,  and  no  member  shall  be  allowed  to  leave  the  room. 

63.  The  Clerk  shall  immediately  call  the  roll  of  members  and  note  the  ab- 
sentees, whose  names  shall  be  read  and  entered  upon  the  Journal  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  show  who  are  absent  with  leave  and  who  are  absent  without 
leave.  The  Clerk  shall  furnish  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  a  list  of  those  who  are 
absent  without  leave,  and  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  shall  forthwith  proceed  to 
find  and  bring  in  such  absentees. 

64.  While  the  House  is  under  a  call  no  business  shall  be  transacted  except 
to  receive  and  act  upon  the  report  of  the  Sergeant-at-Arms,  and  no  other  mo- 
tion shall  be  in  order,  except  to  adjourn  and  a  motion  to  suspend  further  pro- 
ceedings under  the  call,  which  last  motion  shall  be  determined  by  ayes  and 
noes,  and  shall  not  be  adopted  unless  the  majority  of  all  the  members  vote  in 
favor  thereof. 

65.  Upon  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  making  a  report  showing  that  all  who  are 
absent  without  leave  (naming  them)  are  present,  such  report  shall  be  entered 
on  the  Journal  and  the  call  shall  be  at  an  end,  and  thereupon  the  doors  shall 
be  opened  and  the  business  on  motion  pending  at  the  time  the  call  was  made 
shall  be  proceeded  with. 

66.  The  Sergeant-at-Arms  may  make  report  of  his  proceedings  at  any  time,, 
which  report  may  be  accepted  and  further  proceedings  under  the  call  thereby 
dispensed  with,  but  the  motion  to  accept  such  report  shall  be  determined  by 
ayes  and  noes,  and  it  shall  not  be  adopted  unless  a  majority  of  all  the  members 
shall  vote  in  favor  thereof.  If  such  report  be  not  accepted  the  Sergeant-at- 
Arms  shall  proceed  to  a  completion  of  his  duties  as  required  by  Rule  63. 

PREVIOUS    QUESTION. 

67.  When  any  bill,  memorial  or  resolution  is  under  consideration  any 
member  being  in  order  and  having  the  floor,  may  move  the  "previous  ques- 
tion," but  such  motion  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  seconded  unless  five  members 
concur  therein. 

68.  The  previous  question  being  moved,  the  Speaker  shall  say:  "It  re- 
quiring five  members  to  second  the  motion  for  the  previous  question,  those  in 
favor  of  the  motion  will  rise,"  and  if  five  or  more  rise  the  previous  question 
shall  be  thereby  seconded,  and  the  question  shall  then  be:  "Shall  the  main 
question  be  now  put?"  which  question  shall  be  determined  by  ayes  and  noes. 
The  main  question  being  ordered  to  be  now  put,  its  effect  shall  be  to  put  an 
end  to  all  debate,  and  bring  the  House  to  a  direct  vote  upon  the  pending 
amendments  and  then  put  the  main  question.  A  two-thirds  vote  shall  be 
necessary  for  the  adoption  of  a  motion  for  the  previous  question. 

69.  When,  on  taking  the  previons  question,  the  House  shall  decide  that  the 
main  question  shall  not  now  be  put,  the  main  question  shall  remain  as  the 
question  before  the  House,  in  the  same  stage  of  proceedings  as  before  the 
previous  question  was  moved. 

70.  On  motion  for  the  previous  question,  and  prior  to  the. ordering  of  the 
main  question,  one  call  of  the  House  shall  be  in  order,  but  after  proceedings 
under  such  call  shall  have  been  once  dispensed  with,  or  after  the  House,  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present,  shall  have  ordered  the  main  question, 
no  call  shall  be  in  order  prior  to  the  decision  of  such  question. 

71.  Committee  of  the  Whole — The  House  may  resolve  itself  into  a  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole  by  a  majority  of  a  quorum  voting  on  motion  of  a  member 
for  that  purpose. 

72.  Course  of  Bill  in  Committee — Every  bill  in  Committee  of  the  Whole 
shall  be  read  and   considered   in  sections   unless    the  Committee  shall   order 
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otherwise.  The  body  of  the  bill  shall  not  be  defaced  or  interlined,  but  all 
amendments  agreed  to  by  the  Committee  shall  be  attached  to  the  bill,  noting 
the  section  and  line,  and  so  reported  to  the  House. 

73.  Clerical  Errors  Corrected — Mere  clerical  errors  in  a  bill  may  be  cor- 
rected by  the  Chairman  or  Clerk  without  treating  them  as  amendments. 

74.  Amendments  to  Memorials,  Etc. — All  amendments  made  to  a  memorial 
or  report  committed  to  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  shall  be  noted  and  reported 
as  in  the  case  of  bills. 

75.  Rules  in  Committee  of  the  Whole — The  rules  observed  in  the  House 
shall  govern  as  far  as  practicable  the  proceedings  in  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole,  except  that  a  member  may  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject, 
and  that  a  call  for  the  ayes  and  nays  or  for  the  previous  question,  cannot  be 
made  in  committee. 

76.  Chairman  to  Preserve  Order — The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole  shall  have  the  same  power  to  preserve  order  and  decorum  as  the 
Speaker  of  the  House. 

77.  Report  of  Committee — After  the  business  upon  which  the  House  re- 
solved itself  into  Committee  of  the  Whole  shall  be  completed,  the  committee, 
without  motion  (or  at  any  time  upon  motion)  shall  rise  and  report. 

78.  Action  of  Committee  to  be  noted — Whenever  any  bill  or  any  memorial 
or  joint  resolution  requiring  the  signature  of  the  Governor  shall  have  been 
reported  to  the  House  with  amendment  by  any  committee,  and  subsequently 
considered  by  Committee  of  the  Whole,  the  action  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole  on  every  such  amendment  shall  be  noted  or  endorsed  by  the  Chairman. 

79.  Action  of  House  on  Report  of  Committee — The  Speaker,  upon  resuming 
the  chair,  shall  receive  the  report  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole,  and  the  House  shall  take  action  thereon. 

80.  Question  Before  Third  Reading — The  final  question  before  the  third 
reading  of  every  bill  or  other  paper  originating  in  the  House,  and  requiring 
three  readings  previous  to  being  passed,  shall  be:  "Shall  it  be  engrossed  and 
read  a  third  time?"  And  upon  every  such  bill  or  paper  originating  in  the 
Senate:     "Shall  it  be  read  a  third  time?" 

81.  Engrossing  of  Bills — Every  House  bill  and  resolution  ordered  to  be  en- 
gr.  ssed  and  read  a  third  time,  shall  be  rewritten  in  a  plain  hand,  with  all 
amendments,  before  being  read  a  third  time,  except  as  provided  for  in  Rule  20. 

82.  No  Amendment  on  Third  Reading — On  the  third  reading  of  the  bill  or 
resolution,  no  amendment,  except  to  fill  blanks,  shall  be  received,  except  by 
the  unanimous  consent  of  the  members  present. 

83.  Recommitment  Previous  to  Passage — A  bill  or  resolution  may  be  re- 
committed at  any  time  previous  to  its  passage.  If  any  amendment  be  reported 
upon  such  commitments  the  question  shall  be  upon  the  amendment,  and  the 
question  for  its  engrossment  and  third  reading  may  then  be  put. 

84.  Question  of  Passage  of  Bills — Upon  the  third  reading  of  a  House  bill 
the  question  shall  be  stated  thus:  "This  bill  having  been  read  three  several 
times,  the  question  is:  'Shall  the  bill  pass?'"  Upon  the  third  reading  of  the 
Senate  bills  the  question  shall  be  stated  thus:  "This  bill  having  been  read 
three  several  times,  the  question  is,  shall  the  bill  be  concurred  in?" 

85.  Bills  to  Be  Transmitted  to  the  Senate — Each  bill  which  passes  its  third 
reading  shall  be  certified  by  the  Clerk,  and  by  him  transmitted  to  the  Senate. 
The  day  of  transmission  shall  be  entered  on  the  bill  books  of  the  Clerk. 

86.  Privileged  Motions — A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  ex- 
cept when  the  House  is  voting,  or  when  the  last  motion  acted  on  was  a  motion 
to  adjourn,  but  this  rule  shall  not  authorize  any  member  to  move  an  adjourn- 
ment when  another  member  has  the  floor. 

87.  Any  motion  or  resolution  relating  to  the  organization  of  the  House,  or 
to  any  of  its  officers,  members  or  committees,  shall  be  privileged  and  need  not 
lie  over  for  consideration  under  Rule  27. 

88.  Suspending  and  Changing  Rules, — No  standing  rule  or  order  of  the 
House  shall  be  rescinded  or  changed  without  one  day's  notice  being  given  of 
the  motion  therefor,  which  motion  shall  embrace  the  proposed  amendment. 
No  rule  shall  be  suspended  nor  the  order  of  business  changed,  except  by  a 
vote  of  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

89.  No  Smoking — There  shall  be  no  smoking  allowed  upon  the  floor  or  in 
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the  galleries  of  the  House,  after  it  has  been  called  to  order  by  the  Speaker, 
during  the  session. 

90.  Authority  on  Parliamentary  Practice — The  rules  of  parliamentary 
practice  comprised  in  Robert's  Rules  of  Order  shall  govern  the  House  in  all 
cases  in  which  they  are  applicable,  and  in  which  they  are  not  inconsistent 
with  these  rules  and  the  orders  of  the  House  and  the  Joint  Rules  and  Orders 
of  the  Senate  and  House. 

On  motion  of  A.  F.  Bray,  the  report  was  received  and  ordered 
placed  on  general  orders. 

On  motion  of  Huffman,  one  hundred  copies  of  proof  sheets  of  the 
preceding  report  were  ordered  printed. 

Bach  moved  that  when  the  House  adjourn  it  adjourn  until  Monday, 
January  9th,  at  2  P.  M.     Motion  carried. 

On  motion  of  Bach,  a  committee  of  three  was  appointed  on  joint 
rules  to  confer  with  a  like  committee  of  the  Senate. 

Appointment  of  Committee  on  Joint  Rules:  The  Speaker  ap- 
pointed Messrs.  Bach,  Scharnikow  and  Tallant  in  compliance  there- 
with. 

On  motion  of  Bach,  the  House  took  a  recess  of  ten  minutes.

House  resumed. 

The  Speaker  in  the  chair. 

Committee  on  Privileges  and  Elections: 

On  motion  of  Bach,  a  committee  of  five  was  appointed  to  act  as  a 
Standing  Committee  on  Privileges  and  Elections. 

The  Speaker  appointed  Messrs,  Beecher,  Bach,  Burke,  Lockey  and 
Tallant  in  compliance  therewith. 

Mr.  E.  Leech  of  Choteau  County  appeared  before  the  bar  of  the 
House  and  presented  what  purported  to  be  his  certificate  of  election 
as  a  member  of  this  body,  and  asked  that  his  name  be  placed  upon 
the  roll  of  members, 

Mr.  A.  B.  Hamilton  of  Choteau  County  again  presented  what  pur- 
ported to  be  his  certificate  of  election  as  a  member  of  this  body,  and 
asked  that  his  name  be  placed  upon  the  roll  of  members,  having  taken 
the  oath  of  office  before  the  Hon.  Judge  Pemberton,  Chief  Justice  of 
the  State  of  Montana, 

The  Speaker  received  the  certificates  of  election  of  both  gentlemen 
and  referred  the  same  to  the  standing  Committee  on  Privileges  and 
Elections,  instructing  the  committee  to  report  at  its  earliest  conveni- 
ence. 

On  motion  of  Bach,  Messrs.  Leech  and  Hamilton  were  allowed  the 
privileges  of  the  floor  of  the  House,

By  Monteath,  H.  B.  No.  25 — A  bill  for  an  act  to  prevent  and  pun- 
ish illegal  voting  at  primary  elections.  Read  first  and  second  times 
and  ordered  printed. 

JOINT    RULES    OF    THE    SENATE   AND    HOUSE    OF  REPRESENTATIVES. 

i.  Time  of  Opening  and  Closing  —  The  chamber  of  the  Senate  and  the 
hall  of  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  be  open  from  8  o'clock  A.  M.  until 
11  o'clock  P.  M.  of  each  day  during  the  sessions,  unless  by  resolution  of  the 
Senate  its  chamber,  or  by  resolution  of  the  House  its  hall,  shall  be  closed. 

2.  Messages,  How  to  Be  Transmitted  —  Messages  shall  be  transmitted  be- 
tween the  two  houses  by  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  or  his  assistants,  or  by  such 
other  officer  as  either  house  may  designate,  which  messages  shall  keep  each 
house  informed  with  promptness  of  all  notices  given  and  bills  introduced,  and 
of  the  general  condition  and  state  of  the  business  of  the  other,  and  such  mes- 
sages shall  be  in  writing. 

3.  Announcement  of  Messages  —  When  a  message  shall  be  sent  from  either 
house  to  the  other  it  shall  be  announced  at  the  door  of  the  house  to  which  it  is 
sent  by  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  or  his  assistants,  and  shall  be  respectfully  com- 
municated to  the  presiding  officer  by  the  person  by  whom  it  is  sent. 

4.  Transmission  of  Papers  —  Each  house  shall  transmit  to  the  other,  with 
any  bill,  resolution  or  memorial,  all  papers  upon  which  the  same  shall  be 
founded. 

5.  Printing  of  Bills  and  Resolutions  —  When  any  bill,  memorial  or  resolu- 
tion is  ordered  to  be  printed,  a  sufficient  number  of  copies  shall  be  printed  for 
the  use  of  both  houses,  and  the  quota  for  each  house  delivered  to  its  Sergeant- 
at-Arms. 

6.  Documents  Ordered  Printed  to  Be  Communicated  to  Each  House  —  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and  the 
Secretary  of  the  Senate,  when  any  document  is  ordered  to  be  printed  in  their 
respective  houses,  forthwith  to  communicate  such  order  to  the  other  house. 

7.  Notice  of  Rejection  of  Resolutions  and  Memorials  —  When  any  bill, 
joint  resolution  or  memorial  which  shall  have  passed  in  one  house  is  rejected 
in  the  other,  notice  of  said  rejection  shall  be  given  to  the  house  which  has 
passed  the  same. 
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8.  Five  Days'  Notice  and  Consent  of  Two-Thirds  Vote — When  a  bill, 
resolution  or  memorial  which  shall  have  been  passed  in  one  house  is  rejected 
in  the  other,  it  shall  not  again  be  introduced  during  the  session  without  five 
days'  notice  and  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  voting  thereon. 

9.  Title  and  Number  of  Bills  —  The  title  of  every  bill  shall  briefly  state  its 
general  object,  and  every  bill  shall  be  numbered  by  the  Clerk;  and  the  title 
thereof,  and  the  name  of  the  member  or  committee  introducing  the  same, 
shall  be  indorsed  thereon. 

10.  Journal  to  Give  Title  and  Number  of  Bills- — The  journal  of  each  house 
shall  give  the  title  and  number  of  each  bill,  joint  resolution  or  memorial,  but 
the  second  and  all  subsequent  reference  shall  be  complete  when  referred  to 
by  its  number. 

11.  Enrollment  of  Bills  —  When  a  bill  has  passed  both  houses  it  shall  be 
duly  enrolled  by  the  Enrolling  Clerk  of  the  house  in  which  it  originated,  and 
the  fact  of  its  origin  shall  be  certified  by  the  indorsement  of  the  Clerk  thereof. 

12.  Duties  of  Enrolling  and  Engrossing  Clerks  —  The  Enrolling  and  En- 
grossing Clerks  of  the  two  houses,  under  the  direction  of  the  presiding  officer 
of  each  house,  respectively,  when  not  engaged  in  enrolling  and  engrossing 
bills,  shall  assist  the  several  Select  or  Standing  Committees. 

13.  Examination  of  Enrolled  Bills  —  When  bills  are  enrolled  they  shall  be 
examined  by  a  joint  committee  of  three  from  the  Senate  and  three  from  the 
House,  appointed  as  a  Standing  Committee  for  that  purpose,  who  shall  care- 
fully compare  the  enrollment  with  the  engrossed  bills  as  passed  in  the  two 
houses,  and  correcting  any  errors  that  may  be  discovered  in  the  enrolled  bills 
make  their  report  forthwith  to  their  respective  houses.

examine  the  same,  but  no  objections  to  the  presiding  officer  signing  the  same 
shall  be  of  any  avail  if  the  same  conforms  to  the  engrossed  bill  as  it  passed 
both  houses. 

16.  Bills  for  Governor's  Approval  —  After  the  bill  shall  have  been  signed 
in  each  house  it  shall  be  presented  by  the  Joint  Committee  of  Enrollment  to 
the  Governor  for  his  approval,  taking  his  receipt  therefor,  and  said  committee 
shall  forthwith  report  to  their  respective  houses  the  day  and  hour  of  presenta- 
tion, which  shall  be  entered  upon  the  Journal  of  such  house. 

17.  Memorials  to  Congress  to  Be  Enrolled  —  All  memorials  to  Congress,  or 
to  any  officer  or  other  authority  of  the  government,  after  they  shall  have 
passed  both  houses,  shall  be  enrolled,  signed  by  the  presiding  officer  of  the  re- 
spective houses,  and  shall  be  transmitted  by  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  house  in 
which  they  originated  to  the  President  of  the  Senate,  the  Speaker  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,  or  to  the  authority  memorialized,  and  a  copy  to  our 
Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress. 

18.  Joint  Resolutions  and  Memorials  to  Be  Filed  with  Secretary  of  State  — 
Whenever  a  joint  resolution  or  memorial  shall  have  passed  both  houses  of  the 
Legislative  Assembly  an  enrolled  copy  thereof,  duly  signed  by  the  Speaker  of 
the  House  of  Representatives  and  the  President  of  the  Senate,  shall  be  filed 
in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  by  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  house  in 
which  the  same  originated. 

19.  Conference  in  Case  of  Disagreement  Between  Houses  —  In  every  case 
of  disagreement  between  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  if  either 
house  requests  a  conference  and  appoints  a  committee  for  the  purpose,  the 
other  shall  appoint  a  committee  to  confer  therewith  upon  the  subject  of  their 
disagreement.  They  shall  meet  at  a  convenient  time  to  be  agreed  upon  by 
their  Chairman,  and,  having  conferred  freely,  each  shall  report  to  their  respect- 
ive bodies  the  result  of  their  conference. 

20.  Chairman  of   Joint  Committees  —  In   Joint    Committees,    standing    or

After  consulting  with  the  Judiciary  Committee,  your  special  com- 
mittee is  of  the  opinion  that  the  House  is  not  yet  in  a  position  to  elect 
any  Stenographer  or  Journal  Clerk,  or  any  Committee  Clerk.  Sec- 
tion 28  of  the  Constitution  provides  that  the  Legislative  Assembly 
shall  prescribe  by  law  the  number,  duties  and  compensation  of  the 
officers  and  employes  of  each  House,  and  no  payment  shall  be  made 
from  the  State  Treasury,  or  be  in  any  way  authorized  to  any  such 
person,  except  to  an  acting  officer  or  employe  elected  or  appointed  in 
pursuance  of  law." 

There  is  no  law  fixing  the  number  of  clerks,  or  providing  for  a 
Stenographer  or  Journal  Clerk. 

Your  committee  is  informed  that  counting  the  Stenographer  and  Jour- 
nal Clerk,  there  are  at  least  eighteen  clerks  on  the  roll  call  at  present 
— or  one  clerk  for  every  three  members  of  the  House;  and  nearly 
one  clerk  for  every   committee.     It  will  be  seen  from  inspection  that 
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every  member  of  the  House  is  on  at  least  three  committees;  and  as  no 
member  can  be  acting  at  the  same  time  on  more  than  one  of  the  com- 
mittees  of  which  he  is  a  member,  it  is  apparent  that  many  of  the  clerks 
now  appointed  would  be  idle  much  of  the  time.

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  amount  required  to  complete  the  work 
commenced  by  the  State  Board  of  World's  Fair  Managers  is  large, 
and  that  the  sum  already  spent  is  considerable,  it  is  only  reasonable  to 
ask  what  benefit  will  the  State  derive  from  the  expenditure  of  so 
much  money.  Before  answering  the  question  it  would  be  well  for  us 
to  remember  that  at  no  time  has  there  ever  been  any  effort  upon  the 
part  of  the  people  of  the  State  to  induce  immigration. 

Under  our  laws  there  is  not  a  bureau  or  officer  charged  with  the 
duty  of  presenting  the  claims  of  our  State  as  a  place  where  homeseek- 
ers  and  those  wishing  investments  may  find  that  for  which  they  look. 
To  a  large  part  of  the  people  of  the  world  Montana  is  a  country  cov- 
ered with  endless  prairies  and  is  a  desert,  so  far  as  agricultural  prod- 
ucts are  concerned.  It  will  be  remembered  that  this  impression  is 
only  natural,  since  only  a  few  years  ago  school  books  referred  to  this 
part  of  the  United  States  as  the  "Great  American  Desert."  To  cor- 
rect the  general  prevailing  idea  in  the  minds  of  those  in  the  East  and 
in  Europe  who  would  be  glad  to  exchange  their  present  place  of 
abode  will  be  one  of  the  effects  of  having  an  adequate  and  attractive 
display  at  the  World's  Columbian  Exposition.  Remembering  that 
we  have  sought  by  the  free  use  of  printer's  ink  to  impress  the  outside 
public  of  the  extent  and  value  of  our  resources  now  is  the  most  suita- 
ble time  for  doing  so,  at  a  comparatively  small  cost.  By  an  adequate 
display  we  can  reach  many  thousands  who  would  be  impressed  in  no 
other  way  so  forcibly.  The  other  States  in  the  Union  seem  to  be 
aware  of  this  fact,  and  have  already  appropriated  much  more  than  we 
now  ask  for,  together  with  what  has  already  been  given. 

The  matter  of  inducing  immigration  is  one  of  more  importance  to  a 
thinly  populated  State,  having  almost  unlimited  natural  advantages, 
than  to  a  State  where  the  resources  are  well  under  way  toward  devel- 
opment, and  where  the  population  is  large  and  nearly  adequate  to  the 
resources.  By  referring  to  the  action  taken  by  other  States  it  will  be 
seen  that  this  State  is  not  doing  more  than  others.  After  the  Cen- 
tennial Exposition  there  was  a  rapid  increase  of  population  in  those 
States  making  a  good  showing  of  their  resources  therein.  Mindful  of 
this  fact  the  Legislature  of  Colorado  has  already  appropriated  $100,- 
000,  and  expect  to  have  another  appropriation  of  a  like  amount. 
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California  has  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Board  of  World's  Fair 
Commissioners  $300,000. 

Kansas  has  raised  $100,000  by  subscription,  and  the  Legislature  is 
expected  to  appropriate  $100,000. 

Minnesota  has  raised  $50,000  by  subscription,  and  the  Legislature 
has  appropriated  an  equal  amount. 

Nebraska  has  already  spent  $50,000  and  will  expend  $100,000  more. 

South  Dakota  will  have  $75,000  and  Washington,  in  the  west,  has 
already  $100,000,  and  think  they  will  get  an  equal  amount  from  the 
present  Legislature,  In  the  latter  State  the  State  building  was  do- 
nated by  the  lumbermen  of  the  State,  and  a  large  amount  of  money 
has  been  raised  by  private  subscription, 

If  the  example  of  other  States  is  any  criterion  by  which  to  judge  of 
the  work  done  by  our  own  Board  it  will  be  found  that  the  work  has 
been  done  economically  and  with  a  view  of  obtaining  the  best  results 
from  the  smallest  expenditure  of  money. 

Again,  it  may  be  urged  that  from  the  exhibit  made  there  will  be 
much  returned  to  the  State  of  great  value  to  the  various  State  schools, 
which  will  ere  long  be  established. 

The  mineral  exhibit  will  be  worth  thousands  of  dollars  to  the 
School  of  Mines.  The  botanical  display  will  be  of  much  value  to  an 
Agricultural  College,  while  the  rest  of  the  exhibit  can  be  kept  at  some 
central  point  in  the  State,  and  will  be  a  constant  source  of  information 
to  the  homeseeker  and  the  immigrant. 

Wre  have  already  commenced  the  work  of  advertising  the  State,  and 
if  as  good  results  follow  as  we  anticipate  the  money  asked  for  will  be 
well  spent. 

So  far  as  the  work  already  done  is  concerned,  we  have  collected 
about  thirty-five  tons  of  mineral,  which  embrace  almost  every  useful 
mineral  known.  Our  agricultural  collection  embraces  the  products 
of  our  farms  to  the  extent  of  about  eight  tons,  while  in  the  horticul- 
tural and  other  departments  the  work  has  been  equally  successful. 
No  pains  have  been  spared  in  making  the  collection,  and  at  this  time 
the  Board  is  confident  that  the  Montana  visitor  at  the  Fair  will  be 
proud  of  his  State  and  satisfied  with  the  work  done. 

Your  committee  further  report  that  a  detailed  and  lengthy  explana- 
tion was  made  of  the  different  items  sent  out  in  the  statement.  After 
due  consideration,  we  believe  the  estimates  of  the  cost  of  the  agricul- 
tural and  mineral  exhibits  properly  installed  are  not  overestimated, 
and  would  recommend  as  elaborate  an  exhibit  in  these  two  very  im- 
portant of  Montana's  industries  as  the  appropriation  made  will  permit. 
And  as  to  the  estimates  of  other  exhibits,  we  find  that  they  are  not 
large  and  would  suggest  that  the  propriety  of  making  any  of  these  as 
separate  exhibits  should  be  determined  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board 
according  to  the  amount  and  character  of  the  exhibits  offered.  The 
exhibits  in  the  ladies'  department,  we  are  informed,  will  be  very  fine, 
and  deem  their  estimate  very  reasonable. 

To  furnish  the  State  building  properly  will  entail  an  expense  of 
about  the  amount  estimated.  We  believe,  however,  that  the  estimates 
for  printing  and  salaries  of   officers   are  in  excess  of  what  is  actually

necessary,  and  recommend   that  the  expense  for  salaries  be  curtailed, 
except  as  to  the  Executive  Commissioner  and  Secretary, 

Your  committee  would,  therefore,  recommend  an  appropriation  of 
$75,000,  one-half  to  be  made  available  at  once,  and  the  other  half  on 
May  1,  1893.

We  recommend  that  H.  B.  No.  15  be  referred  back  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Ways  and  Means,  for  the  following  reasons: 

The  bill  having  been  referred  to  the  said  Committee  on  Ways  and 
Means,  was  by  that  committee  reported  back  with  the  recommenda- 
tion that  the  same  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  all  that  can  be  considered  by  this  com- 
mittee in  such  a  bill  is  its  constitutionality,  and  not  the  propriety  of  the 
bill,  the  latter  being  within  the  proper  action  of  the  Committee  on 
Ways  and  Means,  and  we  see  nothing  unconstitutional  in  the  bill.

Amend  the  title  of  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  words  "  An  act  de- 
fining a  felony,"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following:  "  An  act  to 
prevent  the  corrupt  solicitation  of  members  of  the  Legislative  Assem- 
bly and  other  public  officers," 

Amend  Section  1  thereof  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Any  person  elected  to  either  house  of  the  Legislative 
Assembly  who  shall  offer  or  promise  to  give  his  vote  or  influence  in 
favor  of  or  against  any  measure  or  proposition  pending  or  proposed  to 
be  introduced  into  the  Legislative  Assembly,  in  consideration  or  upon 
condition  that  any  other  person  elected  to  the  same  Legislative  As- 
sembly will  give,  or  promise  or  assent  to  give,  his  vote  or  influence  in 
favor  of  or  against  any  other  measure  or  proposition  pending  or  pro- 
posed to  be  introduced  into  such  Legislative  Assembly,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  solicitation  of  bribery.  Any  member  of  the  Legis- 
lative Assembly  who  shall  give  his  vote  or  influence  for  or  against 
any  measure  or  proposition  pending  or  proposed  to  be  introduced  into 
such  Legislative  Assembly,  or  offer,  promise  or  assent  to,  upon  condi- 
tion that  any  other  member  will  give,  or  promise  or  assent  to  give,  his 
vote  or  influence  in  favor  of  or  against  any  other  measure  or  proposi- 
tion pending  or  proposed  to  be  introduced  into  such  Legislative  As- 
sembly, or  in  consideration  that  any  other  member  hath  given  his  vote 
or  influence  for  or  against  any  other  measure  or  proposition  in  such 
Legislative  Assembly,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  bribery. 

Amend  Section  2  of  said  bill  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  2.  Any  person  who  shall  directly  or  indirectly  offer, 
give  or  promise  any  money  or  thing  of  value,  testimonial,  privi- 
lege or  personal  advantage  to  any  executive  or  judicial  officer  or 
member  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  to  influence  him  in  the  per- 
formance of  any  of  his  official  or  public  duties,  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  bribery. 

Amend  said  bill  by  adding  the  following: 

Section  3.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  give  or  promise,  or 
offer  to  give  or  promise,  any  member  of  either  house  of  the  Legisla- 
tive Assembly  any  money,  office,  paper  or  property,  or  other  valuable 
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thing,  or  shall  offer  to  do  for  such  member,  or  any  member  of  his 
family,  relative  or  other  person,  anything  not  common  to  the  people 
of  the  State,  county,  township  or  community  in  which  such  person 
resides,  in  consideration  that  such  member  shall  vote  in  either  house  of 
the  Legislative  Assembly  in  any  given  way,  or  in  consideration  that 
such  member  shall  do,  or  omit  to  do,  anything  appertaining  to  his 
office  or  duty  as  a  member  of  such  Legislative  Assembly,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  bribery. 

Section  4.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  directly  or  indirectly 
give  any  money,  property  or  other  valuable  thing,  or  make  any  prom- 
ise of  any  kind  whatever,  with  the  intent  to  have  it  proffered  to  such 
member  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  to  influence  his  vote  or  action  in 
connection  with  his  said  office  by  any  other  person  than  himself,  or 
shall  aid  or  abet  in  the  commission  of  the  offence  described  in  Sections 
2  and  3  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  bribery. 

Section  5.  Every  person  convicted  of  violating  any  of  the  provis- 
ions of  this  act  shall  be  punishable  by  imprisonment  in  the  State  Pen- 
itentiary for  a  term  of  not  less  than  five  (5)  years  nor  more  than 
twenty  (20)  years,  or  by  a  fine  not  less  than  one  hundred  ($100.00) 
dollars  or  more  than  five  thousand  ($5,000.00)  dollars,  or  by  both 
such  fine  and  imprisonment,  and  shall  be  forever  disqualified  from 
voting  or  holding  any  office  in  this  State;  and  any  member  of  the 
Legislative  Assembly,  or  any  person  elected'  thereto,  who  shall  be 
convicted  of  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall,  in  ad- 
dition to  the  punishment  above  described,  be  expelled  therefrom.

I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  I  have  this  day  approved  and 
signed  H.  B.  No.  26,  being  "An  act  to  create  the  County  of  Flathead, 
to  define  its  boundaries  and  provide  for  its  organization  and  govern- 
ment." 

I  have  also  this  day  approved  and  signed  H.  B.  No.  4,  being  "An 
act  to  create  the  County  of  Valley,  to  define  its  boundaries  and  to  pro- 
vide for  its  organization."

Also — 

Gentlemen  ;  I  return  you  herewith,  without  my  approval,  H.  B. 
No.  31,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  a  bill  for  'An  Act 
to  Prescribe  the  Duties  and  Compensation  of  the  Officers  and  Em- 
ployes of  Each  House  of  the  Legislative  Assembly.'" 

Section  7  of  the  bill  provides  that  "  the  Speaker  and  Speaker  pro 
tern,  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and  President  pro  tern,  of  the 
Senate  shall  be  paid  ten  dollars  per  day  in  lieu  of  his  per  diem  as  a 
member  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,"  This  provision  seems  to  be  a 
clear  violation  of  the  constitutional  restriction   found  in  the  last  clause 
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of  Section  5,  Article  V,  of  the  Constitution  of  this  State,  which  says 
that  "no  Legislative  Assembly  shall  fix  its  own  compensation." 

Section  8,  Article  V,  of  the  Constitution  applies  with  even  more 
directness  to  this  question  in  the  following  language:  "No  member 
of  either  House  shall,  during  the  term  for  which  he  shall  have  been 
elected,  receive  any  increase  of  salary  or  mileage  under  any  law  passed 
during  such  term." 

Section  29,  Article  V,  of  the  Constitution  says:  "No  bill  shall  be 
passed  giving  any  extra  compensation  to  any  public  officer,  servant  or 
employe,  agent  or  contractor  after  services  shall  have  been  rendered  or 
contract  made." 

This  provision  lies  against  such  portions  of  H.  B.  No.  31  as  provide 
extra  compensation  for  services  already  rendered. 

It  therefore  becomes  my  duty  to  withhold  my  approval  of  this  bill 
on  constitutional  grounds.  I  recognize  much  merit  in  the  ends  sought 
to  be  attained  by  the  passage  of  this  bill,  and  offer  no  objections  to  its 
equitable  measures.  No  doubt  within  the  wisdom  of  the  Legislative 
Assembly  means  can  be  devised  which  will  not  conflict  with  the  Con- 
stitution, through  which  its  more  desirable  features  may  be  retained 
and  all  parties  in  interest  treated  with  the  consideration  justly  their 
due.

the  State  Treasurer  in  the  manner  and  form  hereinafter  provided,  it 
being  the  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act  to  limit  the  maximum  actual 
compensation  from  all  sources  of  the  officers  named  in  this  act  to  the 
sums  mentioned  in  this  section:  Provided,  however,  That  nothing  in 
this  act  shall  be  held  to  apply  to  the  compensation  received  by  the 
Sheriffs  as  mileage  for  actual  and  necessary  traveling  expenses  in  the 
performance  of  official  duties,  or  for  the  board  of  prisoners. 

The  method  by  which  the  salaries  herein  provided  for  shall  be  paid 
to  the  respective  officers  shall  be  as  follows:

to  such  official  a  warrant  for  the  amount  of  the  salary  due  to  such  official 
by  law,  and  to  deliver  the  same  to  him  after  he  shall  have  filed  the  receipt 
hereinafter  provided  for;  such  receipt  shall  be  substantially  the  same 
as  that  required  to  be  signed  and  verified  by  the  provisions  of  Section

Air.  Speaker.'  A  majority  of  your  Special  Committee,  to  whom 
H.  B.  No.  64  was  referred,  beg  leave  to  report  that,  while  we  disclaim 
any  right  or  desire  to  interfere  with  the  boundary  lines  of  the  County 
of  Meagher,  we  most  earnestly  protest  against  any  interference  by 
Meagher  County,  or,  in  fact,  any  other  county  in  the  State,  with  the 
lines  of  Jefferson  County,  for  the  following  reasons:  The  boundary 
lines  of  Jefferson  County  are  better  defined  than  any  other  county. 
The  southern  and  eastern  boundaries  are  the  Missouri  and  Jefferson 
Rivers,  while  the  western  boundary  lies  along  the  summit  of  the  main 
range  of  the  Rocky  Mountains.  The  county  is  already  small  in  area, 
being  less  than  half  the  size  of  Meagher,  and  our  resources  are  of 
such  a  nature  that  they  must  in  the  future  fall  off  rather  than  increase. 
The  assessable  valuation  of  property  in  Jefferson  County  in  189 1  was 
$800,000  more  than  in  the  year  1892;  besides,  much  of  the  revenues 
being  dividends  from  the  net  proceeds  of  mines,  the  low  price  of  sil- 
ver renders  this  source  of  revenue  too  uncertain  to  be  relied  upon.  A 
large  revenue  which  has  heretofore  come  from  flumes  and  cordwood 
cut  upon  the  mountains  will  of  necessity  be  lost  on  account  of  the 
timber  supply  being  exhausted.  The  lines  of  the  proposed  Broad- 
water County  would,  besides  taking  nearly  half  of  Jefferson,  com- 
pletely cut  off  its  grazing  lands  and  great  farming  district,  the  Crow 
Creek  Valley,  the  principal  and  most  substantial  wealth-producing  por- 
tion of  the  mother  county. 

It  would  reduce  Jefferson  from  a  second  to  a  third-class  county  and 
leave  it  with  a  dead  load,  considering  its  chances  of  revenue,  entirely 
too  heavy. 

The  present  indebtedness  of  Jefferson  County  is  now  about  $175,- 
000,  and  to  sever  from  it  the  principal  source  of  its  revenue  would  be 
wrong,  unjust  and  unbecoming  a  Legislature  representing  the  people. 

The  forming  of  new  counties  is  proper  enough  when  the  same  does 
not  materially  effect  the  mother  county,  but  in  all  cases  the  solvency 
of  the  commonwealth  must  be  well  and  safely  guarded. 

Therefore,  the  majority  of  your  Special  Committee,  the  House 
members  of  Jefferson  County,  coming  from  the  sovereign  as  their 
choice,  expressed  at  the  late  election,  demand  at  the  hands  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  that  no  wrong  be  done,  and  that  Jefferson 
County  be  not  impaired  by  a  reduction  of  its  area.

The  Board  of  State  Prison  Commissioners  shall,  within 
thirty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  proceed  to  the  City  of  Billings, 
in  the  County  of  Yellowstone,  and  there  select  a  site  for  said  Eastern 
State  Prison,  consisting  of  not  more  than  forty  acres  of  land,  which 
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site  shall  be  within  three  miles  of  said  City  of  Billings  and  shall  include 
a  stone  quarry  embracing  not  more  than  five  acres." 

Amend  Section  3  as  follows: 

"  Section  3.  The  Board  of  State  Prison  Commissioners  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty,  to  cause  to  be 
commenced,  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  July,  A,  D,  1893,  the 
building  of  the  Eastern  State  Prison  on  the  land  and  at  the  site 
selected  by  the  Board  of  Prison  Commissioners  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Section  2  of  this  act;  also,  to  commence  the 
construction  of  an  exterior  wall  inclosing  not  less  than  eight  nor  more 
than  twelve  acres  of  land  around  the  same." 

Amend  Section  4  as  follows: 

"  Section  4.  The  walls  of  the  entire  prison  structure  shall  be 
erected  with  stone  to  be  taken  from  the  granite  quarries  (if  there  be 
any)  situated  on  the  land  selected  by  the  Board,  and  the  said  prison 
structure  shall  be  erected,  finished  and  completed  as  speedily  after  it 
is  commenced  as  practicable." 

Amend  Section  5  as  follows: 

"Section  5.  Said  Board  of  Prison  Commissioners  shall  on  or  before 
the  first  Monday  of  April,  A.  D.  1893,  cause  to  be  published  in  a 
daily  newspaper  in  the  City  of  Helena,  County  of  Lewis  and  Clarke,, 
and  City  of  Butte,  County  of  Silver  Bow,  once  in  each  week  for  four 
consecutive  weeks,  a  notice  to  receive  plans  and  specifications  in  detail 
at  a  place  specified  therein,  for  the  construction  of  the  Eastern  State 
Prison,  to  be  erected  on  the  land  and  at  the  site  selected  by  said  Board, 
and  upon  the  basis  of  the  accommodation  of  not  less  than  two  hundred 
prisoners  at  one  time." 

Amend  Section  6  as  follows: 

"Section  6.  Said  Board  of  Prison  Commissioners,  on  or  before  the 
second  Monday  in  May,  1893,  shall  adopt  plans  and  specifications  for 
said  Eastern  State  Prison  as  aforesaid ;  and  on  or  before  the  day  last 
mentioned  shall  cause  to  be  advertised  in  a  daily  newspaper  printed  in 
the  City  of  Butte,  County  of  Silver  Bow;  in  the  City  of  Billings, 
County  of  Yellowstone,  and  in  the  City  of  Helena,  County  of  Lewis 
and  Clarke,  once  each  week  for  four  consecutive  weeks,  a  notice  to 
receive  sealed  proposals  and  bids  to  construct  and  erect  any  part  or 
portion  of  said  Eastern  State  Prison  upon  the  land  and  at  the  site 
selected  by  said  Board,  in  accordance  with  the  plans  and  specifications 
which  shall  have  been  theretofore  adopted  by  said  Board  of  State 
Prison  Commissioners  for  the  construction  of  the  same,  with  the  re- 
served right  to  reject  any  and  all  bids  as  being  too  high  in  price  and 
advertise  anew.  The  Board  of  Commissioners,  on  or  before  the  first 
Monday  in  June,  A.  D.  1893,  must  let  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder 
the  contract  to  construct  and  erect  such  part  of  said  Eastern  Prison  as 
said  Board  of  Prison  Commissioners,  in  their  discretion,  may  think 
proper,  upon  conditions  that  such  contractor  or  contractors  execute  a 
good  and  sufficient  bond,  in  double  the  amount  of  his  or  their  bids,  to 
perform  such  contract  for  the  constructing  and  erecting  any  part  of 
said  prison  structure  in  a  skillful  and  workmanlike  manner,  in  con- 
formity with  the  plans  and  specifications  aforesaid,  which  bond  shall 
be  approved  by  the  Board  of  State  Prison  Commissioners:  Provided^

however,  That  such  contract  shall  not  be  let,  nor  shall  the  construction 
of  the  aforesaid  State  Prison,  or  of  the  exterior  wall  about  the  same, 
be  commenced,  until  the  said  Board  of  State  Prison  Commissioners 
shall  have  received  a  warranty  deed  conveying  to  the  State  of  Mon- 
tana, free  of  all  cost  to  said  State,  a  good  and  sufficient  title  to  the 
aforesaid  land,  both  agricultural  and  stone,  selected  by  the  said  Board 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  2  thereof. 

"  Said  Board  of  State  Prison  Commissioners  shall,  on  or  before  May 
1  st,  1893,  cause  to  be  advertised  in  one  newspaper  published  in  each 
of  the  Counties  of  Deer  Lodge,  Silver  Bow  and  Lewis  and  Clarke 
once  each  week  for  four  successive  weeks  a  notice  to  receive  sealed 
proposals  and  bids  to  make  such  improvements  as  they  may  deem 
necessary  at  the  Western  State  Prison,  to  be  designated  as  determined 
upon  within  thirty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act.  The  Board 
shall,  on  or  before  June  1st,  1893,  let  a  contract  for  the  construction  of 
such  improvements  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder;  provided,  such 
contractor  execute  a  good  and  sufficient  bond  in  double  the  amount  of 
the  bid  to  perform  such  contract,  which  bond  shall  be  approved  by 
the  said  Board." 

Amend  Section  7  as  follows: 

"Section  7.  The  Board  of  State  Prison  Commissioners  are  hereby 
authorized  to  appoint  a  Superintendent  of  said  Eastern  Prison,  who 
shall  hold  his  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  appointing  power  and 
until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
superintend  and  manage  the  construction  of  said  prison  structure  under 
such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  State 
Prison  Commissioners  under  the  provisions  of  this  act." 

Amend  Section  8  as  follows: 

"  Section  8.  All  material  necessary  to  be  purchased  in  the  construc- 
tion of  said  Eastern  Prison  shall  be  by  contract,  and  the  Board  of 
Prison  Commissioners  shall  cause  to  be  published  in  a  newspaper  in 
the  County  of  Yellowstone  and  in  one  or  more  other  counties,  if  they 
shall  deem  it  necessary,  a  notice  to  receive  bids  therefor,  and  let  the 
same  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  whenever  such  material  or  sup- 
plies are  needed." 

Amend  Section  9  as  follows: 

"  Section  9.  All  salaries  paid  to  mechanics  or  laborers  and  all 
moneys  expended  for  materials,  tools  or  supplies  used  in  the  purchase 
of  said  site  and  the  construction  of  said  Eastern  State  Prison  buildings 
and  wall  and  all  expenses  incurred  in  making  improvements  at  West- 
ern State  Prison  shall  be  drawn  from  the  State  treasury  in  and  im- 
provements at  said  Western  State  Prison,  and  shall,  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  September  in  each  year,  make  a  full  report  to  the  Gov- 
ernor, showing  in  detail  all  the  transactions  connected  with  the  pur- 
chase of  and  construction  of  said  prison." 

Amend  Section  10  as  follows: 

"  Section  10.  The  sum  of  seventy  thousand  ($70,000,00)  dollars  is 
hereby  appropriated  for  the  year  1893  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  State 
treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out 
the  provisions  of  this  act;  three-fifths  to  be  used  for  the  erection  of 
Eastern   State  Prison  buildings,  and  two-fifths  for  the  improvements 
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and  repairs  to  the  Western  State  Prison  buildings,  and  thirty  thousand 
($30,000.00)  dollars  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  year  1894  for  the 
completion  of  the  Eastern  State  Prison  buildings,  and  the  State  Treas- 
urer is  hereby  directed  and  required  to  set  such  sums  apart  for  said 
years  to  the  credit  of  the  State  Prison  fund,  subject  to  the  orders  and 
disbursements  as  herein  provided;  neither  the  Board  of  State  Com- 
missioners mentioned  in  Section  1  of  this  act  nor  any  one  acting  under 
or  for  said  Board  shall  incur  or  create  any  debt  or  debts,  liability  or 
liabilities  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  nor  shall  they  make  any 
contract  or  agreement  in  relation  to  the  building  and  constructing  of 
the  State  Prison  provided  for  in  this  act,  the  completion  and  fulfill- 
ment of  which  will  exceed  the  appropriation  made  in  this  section  or 
in  the  balance  of  said  appropriation  unexpended  at  the  time  when 
such  contract  or  agreement  is  entered  into.  Any  violation  of  the 
foregoing  provisions  shall  be  a  misdemeanor,  and  all  such  contracts 
and  agreements  shall  be  void." 

Amend  Section  11  as  follows: 

"Section  11.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts,  so  far  as  the  same  are  in 
conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  are  hereby  repealed ;  the  same 
manner  as  moneys  are  now  drawn  therefrom  for  the  support  and 
maintenance  of  the  prisoners  now  confined  at  the  State  Prison  at  Deer 
Lodge;  and  the  Board  of  State  Prison  Commissioners  shall  cause  to 
be  kept  a  correct  account,  in  detail,  of  all  moneys  received,  expended 
and  disbursed  by  them  in  the  building  of  said   Eastern  State  Prison." 

Amend  Section  12  as  follows:" 

"Section  12.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage  and  approval." 

And,  as  amended,  recommend  that  it  do  pass,  and  that  it  be  given 
its  former  place  on  general  orders.     (Signed)        E.  Scharnikow.

Gentlemen — A  Congress  of    the  Western    States    and    Territories 
will  meet  at  Ogden,  Utah,  on  Monday,  April  24,  of  the  present  year. 
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It  is  known  as  the   Trans- Mississippi    Congress,  and   has   heretofore 
met  at  Galveston,  Kansas  City,  Denver,  Omaha  and  New  Orleans. 

The  territory  embraced  in  the  representation  of  this  Congress  is  all 
that  part  of  the  United  States  west  of  the  Mississippi  River.  The 
basis  of  representation  authorizes  the  Governor  of  each  State  and 
Territory  to  appoint  ten  delegates;  the  County  Judge,  Board  of  Su- 
pervisors, or  County  Commissioners,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  appoint 
one  delegate  from  each  county.  The  Mayor  of  all  towns  and  cities, 
one  delegate  for  each  5,000  inhabitants  or  fractional  part  thereof. 
All  commercial  bodies  in  all  towns  and  cities  may  appoint  the  same 
number  as  the  Mayor.  This  last  includes  Chambers  of  Commerce, 
Real  Estate  Exchanges  and  all  similar  commercial  bodies.  Ail 
transportation  companies,  whether  rail  or  steamship,  one  delegate  each. 

The  object  of  this  Congress  is  to  discuss  all  questions  affecting  the 
West  that  may  be  the  subject  of  legislation  at  Washington,  and  to 
speak  through  its  resolutions  to  the  National  Congress. 

Hence  irrigation,  arid  land,  silver,  public  lands,  the  policy  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior,  Pacific  and  Gulf  coast  defenses  and  harbor 
improvements,  and  other  important  questions  vitally  affecting  the  in- 
terest of  your  State,  come  up  in  a  body  composed  entirely  of  Western 
men. 

You  are  respectfully  invited  to  be  present  at  the  next  session  of  the 
Congress,  and  as  delegates,  if  selected  in  the  manner  above  indicated, 
to  take  part  in  its  proceedings.     ■ 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  importance  of  united  action  on  the 
part  of  the  West,  concerning  many  features  essential  to  its  prosperity 
and  advancement,  and  to  the  advantage  of  subsequently  expressing 
these  same  wishes  through  your  legislative  bodies.

It  is  the  intention 
hereby  that  each  parcel  and  lot  shall  show  in  its  own  line,  and  oppo- 
site the  description  thereof,  the  separate  value  of  the  same,  and  the 
value  of  the  improvements  thereon."

"Second — All  property  belonging  to,  claimed  by,  or  in  the  possession, 
or  under  the  control  or  management  of  any  firm  of  which  such  per- 
son is  a  member. 

"Third — All  property  belonging  to,  claimed  by,  or  in  the  possession, 
or  under  the  control  or  management  of  any  corporation  of  which  such 
person  is  president,  secretary,  cashier  or  managing  agent. 

fi  Fourth — The  county  in  which  said  property  is  situated,  or  in  which 
it  is  liable  for  taxation,  and  (if  liable  to  taxation  in  the  county  in  which 
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the  statement  is  made),  also  the  city,  town,  school  district,  road  district 
or  other  revenue  district  in  which  it  is  situated. 

"  Fifth — An  exact  description  of  all  lands  in  parcels  or  subdivisions,  not 
exceeding  six  hundred  and  forty  acres  each,  and  the  sections  and  frac- 
tional sections  of  all  tracts  of  lands  containing  more  than  six  hundred 
and  forty  acres  which  have  been  sectionized  by  the  United  States  gov- 
ernment, improvements  and  personal  property,  including  all  vessels, 
steamers  and  other  water  crafts,  and  all  taxable  State,  county,  city,  or 
other  municipal  or  public  bonds,  and  the  taxable  bonds  of  any  person, 
firm  or  corporation,  and  deposits  of  money,  gold  dust,  or  other  val- 
uables, and  the  names  of  the  persons  with  whom  such  deposits  are 
made,  and  the  place  in  which  they  may  be  found;  all  money  secured 
by  mortgage  on  real  or  personal  property,  situated  in  the  county  in 
which  the  statement  is  made. 

"  Sixth — All  solvent  credits  unsecured  by  a  deed  of  trust,  mortgage 
or  other  lien,  on  real  or  personal  property,  due  or  owing  to  such  per- 
son, or  any  firm  of  which  he  is  a  member,  or  due  or  owing  to  any 
corporation  of  which  he  is  president,  secretary,  cashier  or  managing 
agent,  deducting  from  the  sum  total  of  such  credits  only  such  debts 
unsecured  by  trust  deed,  mortgage  or  other  lien  on  real  or  other  prop- 
erty, as  may  be  owned  by  such  person,  firm  or  corporation.  No  debt 
is  to  be  so  deducted  unless  the  statement  shows  the  amount  of  such 
debt  as  stated  under  oath  in  aggregate.  In  case  of  banks,  the  state- 
ment is  not  required  to  show  the  debt  in  detail,  or  to  whom  it  is  owing, 
but  the  assessor  has  the  privilege  of  examining  the  books  of  such 
banks  to  verify  said  statement. 

"  Whenever  one  member  of  a  firm,  or  one  of  the  proper  officers  of  a 
corporation,  has  made  a  statement  showing  the  property  of  the  firm  or 
corporation,  another  member  of  the  firm,  or  another  officer,  need  not 
include  such  property  in  the  statement  made  by  him;  but  his  state- 
ment must  show  the  name  of  the  person  or  officer  who  made  the 
statement  in  which  such  property  is  included. 

"  Seventh — All  depots,  shops,  station  grounds,  buildings  and  other 
structures  erected  on  the  space  covered  by  the  right  of  way,  and  all 
other  property  owned  by  any  person,  corporation  or  association  of 
persons  owning  or  operating  any  railroad  within  the  county. 

"  The  fact  that  such  statement  is  not  required,  or  that  a  person  has 
not  made  such  statement  under  oath,  or  otherwise  does  not  relieve  any 
property  from  taxation."

Swett  gave  notice  of  a  bill  providing  for  the  care  and  treatment 
of  persons  convicted  of  drunkenness  by  having  them  treated  by  the 
Keeley  Liquor  Cure  in  lieu  of  commitment  to  jail. 

Reports  of  committees: 

Tallant,  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Railroads  and  Transportation, 
made  the  following  reports: 

Mr.  Speaker  :  Your  Committee  on  Railroads  and  Transportation, 
to  whom  was  referred  S.  B.  No.  19,  being  a  bill  for  "An  act  relating 
to  certain  contracts  for  the  conditional  sale,  lease  or  hire  of  railroad 
and  street  railway  equipment  and  rolling  stock,  and  providing  for  the 
recording  thereof,"  having  had  the  same  under  consideration,  respect- 
fully report  said  bill  back  and  recommend  that  it  do  pass  with  the  fol- 
lowing amendments: 

Add  to  Section  3  the  following:  "Nor  shall  it  interfere  with  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  XXXVI  of  the  Fifth  Division  of  the  Compiled 
Statutes   of  this   State,  so   far  as  to   impair   any  mortgage  on  rolling 
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stock  or  equipment  of  any  railroad  therein  provided  for,  or  repeal  the 
provisions  therein  contained  providing  for  the  making  of  such  mort- 
gages."    Respectfully  submitted,  Tall  ant,  Chairman. 

Also— 

Mr.  Speaker :  Your  Committee  on  Railroads  and  Transportation, 
to  whom  was  referred  S.  B,  No,  40,  being  a  bill  for  "An  act  to  regu- 
late the  sale  and  redemption  of  transportation  ticets  (tickets?)  of 
common  carriers,"  having  had  the  same  under  consideration,  submit 
herewith  the  following  report: 

Upon  the  reference  of  said  bill  your  committee  gave  notice  to  all 
parties  desiring  to  show  cause  why  said  bill  should  or  should  not  be 
reported  favorably  to  appear  before  your  committee  and  present  their 
respective  arguments.  At  the  time  set  for  hearing  such  arguments, 
Hon.  Wm.  Wallace,  Jr.,  appeared  on  behalf  of  the  American  Ticket 
Brokers'  Association  and  presented  points  and  authorities  upon  the  ques- 
tion as  to  whether  or  not  S.  B.  No.  40,  if  passed,  would  be  repug- 
nant to  the  State  and  Federal  Constitutions,  urging  that  the  courts 
would  not  sustain  the  law  if  passed,  and  fortifying  his  position  with 
decisions  more  or  less  in  point.  Hon.  Robert  B.  Smith  and  Sidney  H. 
Mclntire  appeared  on  behalf  of  the  parties  desiring  the  passage  of  the 
bill  and  also  presented  points  and  authorities  contra^  more  or  less  in 
point.  Mr.  McKenzie  then  closed  the  arguments  on  behalf  of  the 
Ticket  Brokers'  Association. 

Each  •  of  the  respective  parties  introduced  considerable  docu- 
mentary evidence  consisting  of  so-called  "  scalped  tickets,"  exchange 
checks,  tariff  sheets,  bulletins,  schedules,  rules  and  regulations  of  rail- 
road companies,  ticket  brokers'  rules  and  regulations  and  Inter-State 
Commerce  reports. 

From  the  evidence  so  introduced,  and  from  the  able  arguments  of 
counsel  for  and  against  the  measure,  your  committee  upon  grounds  of 
public  morals  and  the  welfare  of  the  community,  feel  constrained  to 
recommend  the  passage  of  the  bill  in  its  present  form,  in  view  of  the 
near  approach  of  the  close  of  the  present  session  and  the  delay  inci- 
dent to  the  proposal  and  adoption  of  amendments. 

Did  time  afford  the  opportunity,  your  committee  would  urge  some 
amendments,  as  we  cannot  but  admit  that  the  bill  is  loosely  drawn, 
and  in  its  present  form  is  of  doubtful  constitutionality,  is  experimental 
and  to  some  extent  special  in  its  nature. 

However,  your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  public  welfare 
demands  legislation  of  this  nature,  and  we  feel  that  this  bill  if  enacted 
into  law  can  safely  be  trusted  to  the  wisdom  of  future  legislatures  to 
amend  or  repeal  as  exigencies,  conditions  or  the  decisions  of  judicial 
tribunals  require.     Respectfully  submitted,     Tallant,  Chairman.

In  view  of  the  fact  that  many  old  men,  who,  when  our  flag  was  en- 
dangered, left  home  and  friends  to  fight  in  defense  of  that  flag,  are 
now  languishing  in  the  different  poor  houses  of  our  glorious  State,  we 
believe  that  it  is  justly  due  that  a  home  should  be  provided  for  them. 
The  G.  A.  R.  Posts  of  Montana  ask  for  it;  the  duty  we  owe  to  the 
men  who  fought  our  battles  in  times  of  danger  demands  it;  the  patri- 
otic men  and  women  of  Montana  ask  that  the  declining  years  of  these 
men  should  be  made  as  comfortable  as  possible.

First  Class — Under  Sheriff,  not  to  exceed  eighteen  hundred  dollars; 
each  deputy  sheriff,  not  to  exceed  twelve  hundred  dollars;  deputy 
clerk  and  recorder,  not  to  exceed  twelve  hundred  dollars;  deputy  clerk 
of  district  court,  not  to  exceed  twelve  hundred  dollars;  deputy  treas- 
urer, not  to  exceed  twelve  hundred  dollars;  deputy  assessor,  not  to 
exceed  twelve  hundred  dollars. 

Second  Class — Under  Sheriff,  not  to  exceed  fifteen  hundred  dollars; 
each  deputy  sheriff,  not  to  exceed  nine  hundred  dollars;  deputy  clerk 
and  recorder,  not  to  exceed  twelve  hundred  dollars;  deputy  clerk  of 
the  district  court,  not  to  exceed  twelve  hundred  dollars. 

Third  Class — Under  Sheriff,  not  to  exceed  fifteen  hundred  dollars; 
each  deputy  sheriff,  not  to  exceed  eight  hundred  dollars;  deputy  clerk 
and  recorder,  not  to  exceed  twelve  hundred  dollars;  deputy  clerk  of 
the  district  court,  not  to  exceed  twelve  hundred  dollars. 

Provided,  That  the  whole  number  of  deputies  and  assistants  al- 
lowed the  County  Clerk  and  Recorder  shall  not  exceed  one  for  each 
three  million  or  fraction  thereof  of  assessed  valuation ; 

Provided,  In  no  county  shall  the  number  exceed  six  deputies.  The 
whole  number  of  deputies  allowed  the  Clerk  of  the  District  Court 
shall  not  exceed  six  for  counties  of  the  first  class,  two  for  counties  of 
the  second  class,  and  one  for  counties  of  the  third  class; 

Provided, further,  That  the  whole  number  of  deputies  allowed  the 
Treasurers  of  the  first  class  shall  not  exceed  one,  and  one  additional 
deputy  during  the  months  of  October,  November  and  December,  and 
such  other  assistants  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  by  the  Board  of 
County  Commissioners;  and  no  deputies  shall  be  allowed  the  Treas- 
urers of  the  second  and  third  classes.  The  Assessor  in  the  first  class 
shall  be  allowed  one  deputy  for  twelve  months  of  the  year. 

Such  additional  deputies  for  the  first  class  shall  receive  a  salary  not 
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to  exceed  one  hundred   dollars  per  month  during  the  time  of   their 
service. 

The  number  of  deputies  and  their  compensation  allowed  to  the 
County  officers  within  the  maximum  limit  named  in  this  act  shall  be 
determined  by  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners. 

The  salaries  herein  provided  for,  or  so  much  thereof  as  shall  be  due 
and  owing,  shall  be  paid  by  warrants  drawn  on  the  general  funds  of 
their  respective  counties,  in  monthly  installments,  after  they  shall  have

Section  4.  The  maximum  annual  compensation  which  shall  be 
allowed  to  any  deputy  or  assistant  employed  to  assist  the  officers 
named  in  Section  1  of  this  act  is  hereby  fixed  and   limited  as  follows: 

First  Class — Under  Sheriff,  not  to  exceed  eighteen  hundred  dollars; 
each  deputy  sheriff,  not  to  exceed  twelve  hundred  dollars;  deputy 
clerk  and  recorder,  not  to  exceed  twelve  hundred  dollars;  deputy  clerk 
of  the  District  Court,  not  to   exceed   twelve   hundred  dollars;  deputy 
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treasurer,  not  to  exceed  twelve  hundred  dollars;  deputy  assessor,  not  to 
exceed  twelve  hundred  dollars. 

Second  Class — Under  Sheriff,  not  to  exceed  fifteen  hundred  dollars; 
each  deputy  sheriff,  not  to  exceed  nine  hundred  dollars;  deputy  clerk 
and  recorder,  not  to  exceed  twelve  hundred  dollars;  deputy  clerk  of 
the  District  Court,  not  to  exceed  twelve  hundred  dollars. 

Third  Class — Under  Sheriff,  not  to  exceed  fifteen  hundred  dollars; 
each  deputy  sheriff,  not  to  exceed  eight  hundred  dollars;  deputy  clerk 
and  recorder,  not  to  exceed  twelve  hundred  dollars;  deputy  clerk  of 
the  District  Court,  not  to  exceed  twelve  hundred  dollars; 

Provided,  That  the  whole  number  of  deputies  and  assistants  al- 
lowed the  County  Clerk  and  Recorder  shall  not  exceed  one  for  each 
three  million  or  fraction  thereof  of  assessed  valuation; 

Provided,  In  no  county  shall  the  number  exceed  six  deputies.  The 
whole  number  of  deputies  allowed  the  Clerk  of  the  District  Court 
shall  not  exceed  six  for  counties  of  the  first  class,  two  for  counties  of 
the  second  class  and  one  for  counties  of  the  third  class; 

Provided,  further,  That  the  whole  number  of  deputies  allowed  the 
Treasurers  of  the  first  class  shall  not  exceed  one,  and  one  additional 
deputy  during  the  months  of  October,  November  and  December,  and 
such  other  assistants  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  by  the  Board  of 
County  Commissioners;  and  no  deputies  shall  be  allowed  the  Treas- 
urers of  the  second  and  third  classes.  The  Assessor  in  the  first  class 
shall  be  allowed  one  deputy  for  twelve  months  of  the  year. 

Such  additional  deputies  for  the  first  class  shall  receive  a  salary  not 
to  exceed  one  hundred  dollars  per  month  during  the  time  of  their 
service. 

The  number  of  deputies  and  their  compensation  allowed  to  the 
county  officers  within  the  maximum  limits  named  in  this  act  shall  be 
determined  by  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners. 

The  salaries  herein  provided  for,  or  so  much  thereof  as  shall  be  due 
and  owing,  shall  be  paid  by  warrants  drawn  on  the  general  funds  of 
their  respective  counties,  in  monthly  installments,  after  they  shall  have 
filed  verified  bills,  as  officials  are  required  to  file  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  and  said  warrants  shall  be  drawn  at  the  close  of  each  month 
by  the  County  Clerk,  and  signed  as  herein  provided  for  in  the  case  of 
warrants  in  favor  of  officials,  and  such  warrants  may  be  presented, 
registered  and  paid  in  the  same  manner  as  warrants  in  favor  of  such 
officials.

To  the  Honorable  Speaker  and  Members  of  the  House  of  Represent- 
ativeSs- 

Gentlemen — I  return  herewith,  without  my  approval,  H.  B.  No. 
39,  being  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  bounties  for  the  kill- 
ing of  certain  stock-destroying  animals." 

Experience  has  shown  that  too  much  care  cannot  be  exercised  in  the 
enactment  of  bountv  laws.  When  great  care  is  not  taken  they  may 
inflict  a  heavy  tax  upon  the  financial  resources  of  the  State  without  a 
corresponding  benefit.  It  is  still  fresh  in  the  memory  of  us  all  that 
only  a  few  years  ago  it  was  necessary  to  reconvene  the  Legislature  to 
repeal  the  bounty  on  prairie  dogs,  under  the  operation  of  which  the 
State  treasury  was  rapidly  being  depleted. 

I  regret  exceedingly  that  I  cannot  see  my  way  clear  to  approve  H. 
B.  No.  39,  as  it  is  in  many  respects  an  improvement  over  the  old  law. 
My  objection  lies  against  the  proposition  to  increase  the  bounty  on 
wolves  and  coyotes  from  $2.00  to  $5.00.  In  support  of  this  objection 
I  would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  two  years  ago 
the  Legislative  Assembly  appropriated  the  sum  of  $12,000  per  an- 
num to  the  payment  of  bounties.  Not  only  was  this  appropriation  of 
$24,000  entirely  exhausted,  but  the  deficiency  bill  shows  valid  claims 
against  the  State  for  bounties,  in  excess  of  the  appropriation,  of 
$26,000. 

This  expenditure  by  the  State  of  nearly  $50,000  in  two  years  for 
bounties  was  under  a  law  providing  for  the  payment  of   $2.00   each 
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for  wolves, and  coyotes.  This  bill  increases  the  bounty  on  these  an- 
imals to  $5.00,  and  were  it  to  become  a  law  it  would,  in  my  judg- 
ment, offer  a  premium  for  dishonesty,  encourage  fraud  and  necessitate 
an  early  session  of  the  Legislature  to  protect  the  treasury  of  the  State 
from  the  demands  made  upon  it.
